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AUTUMN MANCEUVRES IN EUROPE. 
Condensed from our Foreign Exchanges. 


ConoERNING the German manceuvres, an English cor- 

respondent says: 

was not altogether displeased to note that mis- 
takes similar to those which have been seen at autumn | 
mancuvres in England also occurred here to-day. The} 
cavalry squadrons delivered impossible charges on solid 
lines of infantry, and were speedily put out of action 
by the ump‘res, and opposing lines of riflemen fired | 
point blank at one another at a range of thirty to forty | 
yards. I was much struck by the conspicuous absence | 
of what we call ‘‘gallopers.” All the arrangements 
seemed to have been settled beforehand, and there was 
no “scuttling” of aides-de-camp over the field iu vari- 
ous directions. The respective divisional and brigade 
staff were far less numerous than withour army. The 
infantry, 1 am convinced, deliver their fire with more 
sang froid and deliberation than the average English 
soldier, and their volley firing is almost perfect. During 
the short time that the manceuvres lasted there were 
some interesting episod:s. The attack and defence of 
a group of farm buildings was must realistic, and the 
cavalry charges were impressive in their way, being, as 
usual magnifigue, mais pas la guerre. There was 
throughcut a negligence of detail and a general disre- 
gard of the accepted rules of warfare which have never 
been surpassed and rarely equalled under parallel cir- 
cumstances in England. Considering that Germany is 
nothing if not a military nation, that the whole soul of 
the people is wrapped up in martial ardor, and that the 
armies lave so signally distinguished themselves on 
well-fought fields, it is simply incomprehensible that 
such an exhibition should have taken place to-day. 

The hostile armies were drawn up, covering a front 
of about two miles, on the facing ridges of a deep and 
very broad ravine. From these vantaze points they 
blazed away at one another for upwards of an hour 
without the smallest result. No tactics came into play, 
no flank movement was attempted, and no umpires in- 
terfered. The various battalions were massed in 
column in full view of one another, and even the re- 
serves were not withdrawn from view or from point 
blank range. ‘There seemed to be no disposition on the 
part of anyone to ‘‘ manceuvre,” the aim and object of 
each brigadier apparently was to burn as much powder 
as possible, and the supreme contempt of danger 
evinced by all concerned was beyoud all praise. There 
was, it may be conceived, no lack of noise, dust, ani 
smoke, and the many spectators were proportionately 
delighted. At length the absurdity of the proceedings 
appeared to strike some one, and the bugles sounded 
the order to ‘‘ cease firing.” ‘Then commanding officers 
were summoned to attend the general, who briefly ad- 
dressed them. What he said is not known, but in the 
event (after what may be described as an interval of 
ten minutes for refreshments) the bugles again rang 
out and the strife commenced. This time the eastern 
army made a determined attack from tbe centre and 
right, and, as one would have thought might have been 
done at first, sent their cavalry to turn the enemy’s 
Tight flank. At the eud of half an hour this movement 
was Considered to have been successfully effected, and 
the day’s manceuvres concluded. The victorious east 
€rn troops then moved off a8 rapidly as possible to 
cross the pontoon bridges, about four miles off, and 
bivouac about three miles on the further side of the 
River Saale. Iam not at all singular in my apprecia- 
tion of the day’s work, which gave rise to sarcastic 
comments from far more competent critics than myself. 
It was pot possible to note how the cavalry were han- 
died, as no use was made of them till the lasts moment; 
but, undoubtedly, there was something teribly amiss 
about the disposition and manipulation of the infantry 
battalions, It is not superfluous to repeat that the bear- 
ing and conduct of the men were admirable, and they

by all competent critics. The artillery engaged in this 
year’s autumn manceuvres showed a marked tendency 
to change its position, once selected, as seldom as possi- 
ble, which was explained to me by the fact that artil- 
lery is never so much exposed as when on the move. 
It was a great fault of the French in 1870 constantly to 
change the position of their guns in action. As regards 
the horse, the Franco-German campaign proved that 
cavalry which is prepared to sacrifice itself, and is led 
by an efficient commander, can still render valuable 
service even against modern firearms. Consequently, 
the German cavalry has returned to the system of Seid- 
litz, the renowned general of Frederick the Great. It 
will be remembered that, during the Seven Years’ War, 
large masses of cavalry thrown against the enemy at the 
critical moment of the battle frequently secured vic- 
tory. From what I have just seen at the manceuvres, I 
would be very much astonished if, during the next Ger- 
man war, the cavalry does not play a prominent part. 


THE FRENOH MANOEUVRES. 


With respect to the French manceuvres, a “ Military 
Correspondent” of the Zimes, writing from Dijon on 
the 11th Sept., says: At 7 a.m. this morning the 
troops started from Mirebeau, and at about the same time 
from their other cantonments to take part in the ‘‘re- 
view of honor.” The scene of the latter is a plain ad- 
joining the village of Viévigne, and about eight miles 
from Mirebeau. Every village for miles around seemed 
to contribute its contingent of inhabitants of all classes, 
both sexes, and every rank, some tramping cheerfully 
along, others in carts, breaks, or carriages. From Di- 
jon also a large number of people came. It was evi- 
dently looked on as a féte, and I have rarely seen people 
so quietly happy as the spectators to-day. There was 
no yelling, shouting, coarse laughter, coarse jokes, 
or want of good manners, as in an English 
crowd of sightseers. ‘The day was most pro- 
pitious, with the exception, perhaps, that there was 
a little too much sun; but the daily showers during the 
last week kept down the dust. It was a very pretty 
sight to behold all the roads converging on the review 
ground, with its living stream of various colors, occa- 
sional sparkles coming from the arms of the troops. 
With marvellous quickness and quietness the 47,000 or 
so troops took up their position, and imposing as well 
as picturesque was the long chain of columns extending 
across the plain, monotony of color being prevented by 
the Chasseurs 4 Pied, the Marines, and the Engineers 
being mixed up with the infantry of the Line. The in- 
fantry were fairly well turned out, especially the Chas- 
seurs, and those who were not reservists were all cleanly 
shaved, all the barbers in the district and the army hav- 
ing been requisitioned. The artillery were cleaner in 
their persons than when I saw them last, and their 
horses too; but I cannot say much for their harness, and 
their guns and carriages were in what one of our own 
Royal Artillery would consider a shameful state. The 
cavalry, both as regards their persons and their horses, 
were clean and smart. I am not surprised at the march- 
ing of most of the regiments being indifferent, for I 
noticed a good deal of looking about and down. No 
men who commit these faults can march well. I con- 
sider the dragoons the most useful of all the French 
cavalry. Their march past to-day—which was at a 
trot, in column’ of squadrons, four squadrons to a regi- 
ment, with about sixty-four files to a squadron—was 
not good, with the exception of the 9th Hussars. They 
went by well, but the others were wild and disorderly. 
The whole of the cavalry, however, seemed to ride well 
and to have their horses in hand. One reason for their 
not going by well was that tbe trot was too fast. I 
think, however, that the Freach cavalry have improved 
in riding, and that they take more care of their horses 
than formerly. Asa proof that the horsemanship of 
the French army has improved, I may mention that not 
a single officer was thrown, and that only one private— 
a Hussar—quitted the saddle. He was thrown before 
his regiment arrived at the saluting point, but his horse 
did not omit to go by in rear of his squadron, the rider 
tramping past at the tail of the brigade in very lugubri- 
ous style. Altogether the review, notwithstanding the 
defects which I have pointed out, was asuccess. Look- 
ing closely at each company as I did, I perceived short- 
comings, but to a civilian at a little distance the éout 
ensemble must have been very satisfactory. In short, 
leaving out details, it was a splendid military spectacle. 

The United Service Gazette says: Comparing the 
German manceuvres with those of the French near 
Dijon, the advantage seems to be rather on the side of 
France. By this we mean that the superiority of the 
Germans seems to have greatly diminished since the 
war. Tactical mistakes of a grave nature took place in 
the operations near Dijon, but tne troops were steady, 
kept well in hand by their captains, were silent, and 
fired steadily. On the march, though the columns were 
improperly lengthened out through carelessness about 
distances, the men got over a good deal of ground at a 
good pace, and there were scarcely any sick or strag- 
gleis. The load of both cavalry and artillery has been 
lightened. The French ride better than formerly, and 
the French cavalry are well horsed, though the horses 
of the Chasseurs and Hussars are too light for more 
than purely light cavalry work. The French artillery 
has improved, but seems to be too much given to long 
range. The conduct and discipline of all the troops is 
admirable. Outpost duty is not performed in an effi- 
cient manner, and in all respects there is a want of 
attention to details. What is of greater importance, is 





general organization of the artillery, and it has now ] 


, that out of the five annual classes of the active poruon 


of the Territorial army two classes have passed through 
the Active army, and there are few men in the former 
who do not possess more or less military instruction 
and experience. The whole of the Territorial army is 
thoroughly organized with complete cadres, and a por- 
tion of the men belonging to each battalion, battery, 
and squadron are annually drilled for thirteen days. 
The French, if unaided, will probably not be victorious 
in the next war with Germany, but they will give the 
latter far more trouble than in 1870-71. 


THE ITALIAN AND RUSSIAN MANOEUVRES. 


A SPEOIAL correspondent of the Kolnische Zeitung, in 
giving his impressions of the Italian army during the 
‘marceuvres at Voogliera, blames the infantry for the 
irregularity of their lines and want of uniformity in 
carriage of arms. He praises the admirable regularity 
and close dressing of the marines. He thinks the ap- 
pearance of the chief officers’ horses very good, but 
finds that those of the adjutants are of too clumsy a 
build, although they did good service during the man- 
ceuvres. The resolute, frank, easy, and rapid march- 
ing of the Bersagliere aroused his admiration. He calls 
that force the éite of the army. He was satisfied with 
the marcLing of the artillery and the promptness of 
their manceuvres, although they might have kept their 
line better. He found the cavalry superior to his ex- 
pectation, the soldiers sitting well—much better than 
the French; but both officers and men press their ani- 
mals with their thighs. The whole effect of the man- 
ceuvres corresponded with the special care taken to in- 
siruct the cavalry. 

A correspondent of the London Daily News says: 
The Italian soldier, as a rule, is short and spare built, 
and his general appearance coaveys the impression of a 
not over robust physique. But see him matchi2g, and 
it soon becomes apparent that he more stamina 
than one would have given him credit for. How un- 
mu*muringly he trudges for hours at a time along a 
dusty road under a hot sun with his heavy knapsack on 
his back, and his rifle slung across his shoulder. And 
our surprise is increased when we find what m e 
rations he has to sustain him under all his toil. “His 
chief meal consists of sour made with lard, meat, and 
maccheroni, or some other kind of paste. His mess is 
prepared in large cauldrons, round which at a given 
signal the men gather cach with a tin can, into which 
is poured a not very abundant supply of soup and an 
almost invisible lump of meat. In setting out on along 
march the soldier drinks the soup and keeps the mwvat 
to eat on the road. Besides this he gets coffee without 
milk in the morning and about two pounds of bread 
to last him throughout the day. A tumbler of wine is 
served out to him on an average every third or fourth 
day in the year. If his food is Spartan in its simplicity, 
his dress is equally exempt from the charge of luxury. 
A loose voat of ccarse grayish blue cloth covers the 
infantry soldier from neck to knee. His trousers are 
of the same material, but when marching the latter are 
exchanged for canvas trousers, aud when working in 
camp # Canvas tunic is donned instead of the coat. His 
head gear is a képi very like that in use in the French 
army. The uniform of the Bersaglieri is somewhat 
more “expressed infancy.” This arm consists of picked 
men; indeed, only strong fellows could march at the 
rapid pace they are trained to. Otherwise their drill is 
much the same as that of the ordinary infantry regi- 
ments. They wear a black tusic with red facings, and a 
black broad-brimmed hat with a bunch of green feathers 
stuck at one side. They are armed like the infantry 
with Wetterly rifles. The cavalry and artillery are 
comparatively weaker arms than the infantry. The for- 
mer are poorly mounted, and the guns aud trains of the 
latter are below par. ‘The pieces used during the pres- 
ent manceuvres are nine centimetre steel guos and 
seven contimetre bronze gans. The cavalry are divided 
into heavy cavalry or dragoons, Jancers, and light cav- 
alry. The dragoons are easily distinguished by their 
helmets. Both they and the lancers are armed with 
lance and (Wetterly) musket. The ‘light cavalry or 
Cavelleggieri have revolvers instead of lances. Singu- 
larly enough the cavalry have their swords and mus- 
kets fastened to the saddle, so thatif unhorsed they ure 
defenceless. I have remarked that the physique of the 
men is better than outward appearance would denote. 
As regards their general disposition, I may remark that 
they aredocile, obedient to their superiors, well behaved, 
cheerful, and laborious. In times of danger and dis- 
aster, as during the cholera of 1867, the inundations of 
last year, and on the occasion of the recent earthquake 
at Ischia, they work with an ardor and self devotion: 
which is gratefully recognized by their fellow citizens. 
They lack, however, the smartness both in dress and 
drill, and the martial bearing of English or German 
soldiers. The former and less important deficiency is 
the natural outcome of Italy’s endeavors to maintain a- 
larger army than she can afford properly to equip. 
The inferiority of the drill is doubtless chiefly due to 
the shortness of the time of service (thirty months) 
and scarcity of sergeants in the army. This branch of 
the service, in fact, holds out such poor prospects that 
few can be induced to enter it. 

The grand mancuvres of the Russian army in Po- 
land take place in the district of Siedlec. There will 
be two army corps—that of the East, consisting of 
thirty-seven battalions, twenty-five squadrons, and fifty- 
six guos, aud that of the West, comprising thirty-three 
battalions, twenty-six squadrons, and sixty-six guns.

It is with regret the Secretary of War announces to the Army 
the decease of Surg. Gen. Charles H. Crane, who died at his resi- 
dence in this city at 6 o’clock a. m. to-day. 

Gen, Crane was appointed acting assistant surgeon in Novem- 
ber, 1847, and his firat duty was to accompany a detachment of 
recruits to join the Army in Mexico. He was appointed assistant 
surgeon February 14, 1848, and served with the 2d and 4th Artil- 
lery in Mexico and Fiorida, 

In 1852 he was ordered to the Pacific Coast, where he took part 
in several expeditions against hostile ladians, rendering distin- 
guished service in an expedition against the Indians near Regue 
River, Oregon, in 1856. From December, 1856, to January, 1862, 
he was attending surgeon and agsistaut to th» medical purveyor 
at New York City. Ia 1859 he accompanied General Scott in his 
diplomatic mission to the Pacific Coast. He was promoted majcr 
and surgeon May 21,1861, On duty as medical director Dept. of 
Key West, Florida, and medical director Dept. of the South, to 
July, 1863; and medical inspector of prisoners of war in August 
and September, 1863. From September, 1863, he was on duty as 
executive officer in the office of the Surgeon General; promoted 
colonel and assistant surgeon general July 28, 1866, and appointed 
brigadier general and Surgeon General on July 3, 1882, 

Gen. Crane received the brevets of lieutenant colonel, colonel, 
and brigadier general tor faithful and meritorious services during 
the War of the Rebellion. 

The foregoing notation of the long and faithful service of Gen. 
Crane simply formulates his official record as an honorable and 
distinguished officer of the Army. In the hearts of his many 
friends another record exists—the outgrowth of his manly worth, 
earneat devotion to duty, fidelity in friendship, and g 
sympathies—that will serve to keep his memory cherished so 
long as ove remains.

During the month of October, when the weather will per- 
mit, there will be target practice on the range twice each 
week at 200, 300 and 500 or 600 yards, with view of qualifica- 
tion of lst class or marksmen. In November and December, 
weather permitting, there will be two drills every week of 
one hour each, in estimating distances ; if weather is inclem- 
ent, instruction will be given instead, in principles of rifle 

ice, aiming and pointing, in the bayonet exercise, or in 
gymoastics. 

In January, February and March there will be for each 
company and troop, twice each week, gallery practice at tar- 

8x12 inches, with 1 and 5-16 inches bull’s-eyes, with re- 
laced charges and round balls—at distance of 50 feet. 

During January the position will be ‘lying down” with 
the 600 yards sight raised, aiming at an imaginary bull’s-eye 
about 12 inches below the true bull’s eye of the target. Du- 
ring February the firing will be kneeling—point biank, and 
during March, “ off hand”—point blank, 

From November 30 to March 31, there will be no practice 
on the rifle range, but it will commence on April 1, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, and continue during the remainder 
of the target season, (to September 30,) in accordance with 
existing orders.

Permitting the Escape of a Prisoner.—In the case of Pvt. 
James Manning, Troop A, 8th Cavalry, recently tried for, 
while on guard, permitting a prisoner in his charge to 
escape, Gen. C. C. Augur says: ‘‘ The finding of the court 
upon the first specification virtually declares that it is not an 
offence on the part of a sentinel to permit the escape of a 
prisoner placed under his charge. The use of the word 
“‘ enilty,” qualified by the phrase * but attach nocriminality 
thereto,” is erroneous. Guilt implies criminality and con- 
sequent exposure to punishment. If there is no criminality 
in the act charged, and the act itself is established by the 
evideuce, the court should express its findings by stating 
that it finds the facts as stated, but attaches no criminality 
thereto. The findings upon the second specification are not 
sustained by the evidence adduced ; the prosecution did not 
offer any testimony that the orders of the officer of theday, 
alleged to have been disobeyed, were ever given to the pris- 
oner. The findings and sentence are disapproved. Private 
Manning will be restored to duty.” (G. 0. M. O., Dept. Tex., 
Sept. 1.)

Interments of Enlisted Men.—An inquiry has recently 
come to us indicating a diversity of practice in regard to the 
amounts authorized by the War Department for the burial 
expenses of enlisted men dying at their posts of duty. The 
annual appropriation provides for such expenses (incidental) 
in genera! terms, and the following rules have been estab- 
lished in regard to them : 

In war, soldiers are buried without expense to the appropria- 
tions. In peace, the rule is : The regulations governing the Quar- 
termaster’s Department provide that coffins for deceased soldiers 
should be made of plain stained pive or walnut, and should, 
when practicable, be made of material on hand at the post. 
When it is not practicable to make them at the post, plain coffins 
niay be purchased, the cost of which should not exceed $8. If 
avy greater sum is incurred for the purchase of a coffin, the ac- 
count should not be paid until approved by the Secretary of War. 
At military posts inthe West, having a cemetery or burial lot, 
the only expense is for coffin. 

In the East, in the viciaity of cities, the company officers and 
men provide for extra expenses, as for hearse, carriages, etc., by 
private subscription. For the men of the Signal Corps the Secre- 
tary of War has limited expenses to $50. These men are usually 
serving away from military posts, and if on the frontier the ex- 
penses include coffin, grave, etc. In a few cases, such as ordnance 
sergeants and detached men, the Secretary of War has approved 
a larger expenditure, dependant upon the circumstances of the 
individual case. No fixed rule, other than that above cited, can 
well be adopted. In cases where the expenses are beyond that of 
the coffin the Secretary of War makes a special ruling.

Department of Dakota.—Col. Wilkins, commanding Fort 
Keogh, in further reference to the threatened outbreak of 
the Indians from the Poplar Creek Agency, sent word to Ft. 
Snelling, October 8, that Maj. Tilford, in command at Fort 
Buford, had telegraphed him that he hears the Indians have 
left the Poplar Creek Agency, and scattered in different di- 
rections, some of them going toward the Little Missouri. 
Maj. Tilford had written to ascertain the truth of the re- 
ports. Froman Army officer who left Camp Poplar River 
about ten days ago, it is learned that the Indians in that vi- 
cinity were in a very discontented condition, The chief cause 
seemed to be lack of food, and loud compiaints were uttered 
against Mr. Snyder, the agent, who, it was claimed, withheld 
the rations or dealt them .ut in a very niggardly manner, 
although there was a large stock on hand in the warehouse, 
So incensed, indeed, had the Indians become at his manage- 
ment that they sent a messenger to Capt. Read, in command 
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of the troops at Poplar River, to ask whether he would inter- 
fere in case they killed the agent, and took possession of the 
warehouse. Black Catfish, whose band was said to be march- 
ing towards the Little Missouri, was one of the leading mal- 
contents, 

A detachment of the Third Infantry, under Lt. Avery 
of that regiment, left Fort Missoula recently for the Indian 
reeervation, to assist the egent in arresting a party of rene- 
gade Indians from Columbia River. The detachment suc- 
ceeded in arresting ten of the Indians, among whom were 
some who fought under Chief Joseph at the battle of the 
Bear Paw mountains. The prisoners were conducted to Fort 
Missoula, and placed in the gnar4-house.

North Atlantic Station—Rear- Admiral Geo. H. Cooper. 


Rear-Admiral G. H. Cooper, commanding the North At'an- 
tic Station, left New York on Tuesday morning last for New- 
burgh on his flagship, the 7. nnessze, accompanied by the 
Vandalia, Alliance and Portsmouth, the Saratoga having 
previously ¢one up the river as far as Cold Spring. The 
four vessels first named got underway in the North River at 
about 10 o'clock, the Vandalia taking the Portsmouth in 
tow. They proceeded up tbe river in column to Stony Point, 
where they arrived shortly before 6 o'clock, and anchor- 
ed just north of there for the night. The next morning, at 
half-past 7 they got underway again and contirued on, the 
Tennessee leading, with the Vandalia towing the Portsmouth 
bringing up the rear.

ment ordering the ship over to Southern Africa, since which 
time every one has been filled with intense eothusiasm over 
such an extevsive trip. The ship is now being made ready 
for sea, and her oufside is haying a thorough caulking.

A review of the Army Register for 1883 gives evi- 
dence that of the officers who were on the active list of 
the Regular Army when Sumter was fired upon, com- 
paratively few remain. There are only two hundred 
and one in all. Of these 8 are general officers; 13 are 
in the Adjutant General’s Department, 4 in the Inspec- 
tor General's Department, 20 in the Quartermaster’s 
Department, 16° in the Subsistence Department, 
27 in the Medical Department, 3 in the Pay 
Department, 20 in the Engineer Corps, 4 in the 
Ordnance Department, 1 in the Signal Corps, 20 in the 
cavairy, 26 in the artillery, and 39 in the infantry. 
With the exception of the Medical Department, but 
few of those ante-bellum officers now in the Staff De- 
partments were serving therein in 1860. In the Adju- 
tant General’s, Inspector General’s and Quartermaster’s 
Department there is not one; in the Subsistence Depart - 
ment there are three—Simpson, Clarke, and Burns; 
in the Pay Department, one—McClure; in the Engi- 
neer Corps, twenty; and in the Ordnance four—Benét, 
McAllister, Crispin, and Baylor, the four seniors of the 
Corps.

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TRAINING BOYS FOR THE ARMY. 


Ir is stated that two hundred thousand children are 
annually turned out of the workhouses of England, and 
left to shift for themselves. Many of these pauper 
children are lads of fifteen or sixteen years of age, and 
from among them, it is estimated by Colonel J. P. 
Battersby, Assistant Director of Military Education in 
England, at least 10,000 healthy and well-conducted 
boys might be procured annually. These boys he pro- 
posed, in anarticle published in an English magazine in 
1876, to educate for the British Army, employing them 
in drill and industrial occupations until they attained 
the age of eighteen, when they would be transferred to 
regiments at home for two years home service as a_be- 
givning of their military career. 
ly been revived by a correspondent of the London 
Times, who urges that ‘‘such schools would confer a 
double benefit upon the nation. They would offer 
honest employment for thousands of boys between the 
ages of 14 and 18, who now, through idleness and vi- 
cious associations, are being fitted only for our prisons 
or workhouses, and they at the same time would fur- 
nish the army with well-trained and disciplined recruits 
ready for immediate service in the ranks, and admirable 
material for future non-commissioned officers.” 

In an article published in the last number of the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution, Colonel E. 
V. Sumner, Major 5th Cavalry, makes a similar sugges- 
tion for this country, though he proposes to limit the 
training of boys to the Uavalry Service. His idea is to 
enlist boys from ten to fifteen years of age, to serve ten 
years, five at the school und five in the line of the Army. 
Being under restraint, and securing an educaticn, these 
boys, he argues, ‘‘ will be better citizens, and cannot 
fail to be splendid soldiers, good horsemen, as well as 
good marksmen; superior in fact, in every way, to the 

men we get now, most of whom are enlisted too late in 
life ever to learn to ride, or to overcome that fear of the 
horse which, in time of action or sudden excitement, 

renders the man unable to properly conduct himself or 
effectively use his arms.” 

Col. Sumner’s suggestion is an excellent one, but that 

of Col. Battersby is still better. Wecan see no good 

reason why the training of boys for the Army should 

be limited to recruits for the cavalry, though Colonel 

Sumner is undoubtedly right in urging that there is 

special need of commencing the training for the cavalry 

at an early age. 

The truth is, our whole system of education in this 

country, of which we make such boasts, is fatally de- 





This idea has recent- } 


education, and in practically assuming that the accu: 
mulstion of facts is of more importance than the 
disciplining of the faculties. It exaggerates the value 
of the knowledge which has been embodied in printeys 
ink, and underestimates that which is obtained from 
personal observation and personal experience. There 
isa growing dissatisfaction with existing educational 
methods, and an agitation in favor of schools which shal} 
not seek to make cyclopsedias of youth, but to train 
them for some specific industrial pursuit. Such schools 
for the Army, as are proposed by Col. Sumner in this 
country and Col. Battersby in England, are in the line 
of progress, and every effort should be mace to secure 
their establishment, not only because of their importance 
to the Service, but as part of a change in our g eneral 
system of education which is greatly needed and which, 
in our judgment, is sure to come. We already have 
schools which are training boys for the Navy, and there 
is no good reason why we should not have similar 
schools for recruiting the Army. 








SOME HINIS FOR THE ARMY. 


Ir is quite time to cry a halt to a certain method of 
moralizing over recent so-called ‘‘Army scandals "—~the 
method, we mean, that treats them as symptomatic 
and indicative of general rottenness. What do the 
facts show beyond this? There are a very few dishon- 
est officers in the Army—now and then one who is un- 
faithful to his obligations, pubiic and private. Granted. 
And the same is true, without exception, of every 
grade, class, and profession in the country, or the 
world. Let us, then, punish the guilty according to 
law, and be done with it, and not be stampeded by of.- 
fences that must needs come. 

There is no wisdom or reason in looking upon Army 
people as essentially different from others, but if they 
are to be so considered, their method of dealing with 
offenders certainly will stand comparison with that of 
the rest of mankind; for example: On the 27th day of 
April last a well-known disbursing officer embezzled 
pudlic funds; on the 27th day of June the court-mar- 
tial order was published which dismissed the officer, 
and consigned him to ignominious confinement. Two 
months sufficed to detect, try, convict, and sentence the 
guilty one. Let us see: when iu the dim past did the 
‘*Star Route” trial begin? how many offences were 
outlawed before detection, and how many guilty ones 
have been convicted? Possibly, 1f poor Wasson had 
heen able to keep a portion of his stealings, and ‘‘put 
it where it wouid do the most good,” he, too, might be 
still at large, and learning how unessential a thinga 
good character is when the prejudice in favor of it is 
once conquered. 

But there are some valvabie lessons for the Army in 
its recent and present misfortupes. To boast less of its 
honesty as unique would be in better taste as well as 
accord better with the facts. While its character for 
integrity is deservedly high, the fact that the immense 
revenues of the Government, received and disbursed as 
they are by hundreds of officials, sustain a loss of not 
exceeding one one-hundredth of one per cent. is proof 
that the Army has nv monopoly of the honesty of the 
country. 

A mistaken opinion has been entertained of the 
phrase, ‘‘honor of a soldier,” as if it were some arti- 
ficial thing which could be worn without pure character 
and integrity of the man. Gambling, an immemorial 
custom in the Army (and out of it), ought to be pro- 
hibited by law, and made punishable with severe pen- 
alties. Equally insidious with drunkenness, which is, 
under some circumstances, punishable, it is even more 
dangerous, because its effects are not so soon detected. 
Probably every case of theft, embezzlement, and— 
among officers—desertion, is produced directly by it. 
The Army is beginning to exist under new conditions; 
fronti2r isolation is fast becoming a mere memory, 4 
rough life that excuses many delinquencies is less and 
less necessary each year, and the successful officer of 
the near future will be the one who best sees what the 
changed and changing conditions of warfare make ne- 


cessary and most thoroughly prepares for them, because 


the opportunity to actually meet great exigencies may 


be lacking. 


For this sloth and vice will unfit the brightest men to 


meet the new and future conditions. Clcse observation, 
thoughtful study, and hard work, are demanded, and 
examinations for promotion as incentives for and tests 
of these, might well be introduced and rigidly enforced.

ments of Division and Department Commanders was 
made on Saturday last, ina general order from the War 
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Department, which we publish elsewhere. Lieutenant- 
General Sheridan will assume command of the Army 
on the ist of November, and be replaced at Chicago by 
Major-General Schofield, who in turn will be replaced at 
San Francisco by Major-General Pope. Asa matter of 
right and of courtesy the command of the Military 
Division of the Missouri—the most important of our 
three military divisions—was tendered to the senior 
Major-General, Gen. Hancock, but he, under the op- 
tion accompanying the tender, declined, preferring to 
remain in command of the Military Division of the At- 
lantic for the remainder of his active career, some four 
years and over. We are heartily glad that Major-Gen- 

eral Hancock has decided to remain in the vicinity of 
New York, and add, by his presence, to the interest of 
the Metropolitan City. The Department of the Mis- 
souri, to be vacated by Major-General Pope, falls to 
Brigadier-Gencral C. C. Augur, and he in turn is re 

placed in command of the Department of Texas, with 
headquarters at San Antonio, by General R. 8. Macken- 
zie. We congratulate our junior Brigadier-General 
upon his assignment to so desirable a command. The 
District of New Mexico will likely fall to Colonel D. 8. 
Stanley, 22d U. S. Infantry, the senior colonel on duty 
within its limits. Colonel Stanley is well known in 
Santa Fe, and has many friends there. Incident to these 
orders is the merging of the Department of the South 
into the Department of the East, which although it does 
not add territorially to General Hancock’s command 
will addsomewhat to his official labors. The Department 
of the South has long been unimportant in respect to 
the troops serving in it, and its business can be tran- 
sacted as well from Governor's Island as from Newport 


Barracks, Ky. 








Engineering of September 28th and Oct. 5th, has an 
article on ‘‘Deep Sea Sounding and Dredging,” which 
is devoted to a description of some of the scientific appa-

“Without specifying the great results obtained from 
this continuous research, I may be pardoned in referring 
with some gratification to the fact that in the small 
steamer Blake, of only 350 tons burthen, under the en- 
ergetic and skilful commands of Lieutenant-Comman- 
der Sigsbee and Commander Bartlett, with a full com- 
plement of forty-five, including officers and crew, 
more rapid work was done than had been accomplished 
with the old methods and appliances by the Challenger, 
a vessel of over 2,000 tons burthen, with a complement 
of twenty-nine naval and civil officers, and a correspon- 
dingly large crew.” 

Of this Hngineering says: ‘If we, in England, are 
inclined to feel a little sore at the rap on the knuckles 
Superintendent Patterson gives us in order that he may 
accord a due meed of praise to his own compatriots, we 
may console ourselves with the thought that the Gulf 
Stream is of infinitely more importance to us than it is 
tothe United States, and we are therefore far more 
likely to profit by any light that may be thrown on its 
‘flow, mass, direction, and temperature,’ than those at 
whose cost the investigations are being made.” 

The number of the same paper for Sept. 28 also bas 
an article on English and American Fisheries, in which 
it says : é 

The American fishermen have a great advantage over their 
fellow crattsmen here. The United States Fish Commission was 
established by a resolution of Congress rather more than twelve 
years ago, when Professor Spencer F. Baird was appointed to the 
honorary post of the head of the Commission. pinve that time 
the Commission has been steadily laboring in the interests of the 
fishermen, and the fishing industry, and nothing of any degree ot 
importance has arisen which has not been the subject of investi- 
gotten. The Commission is composed of men ot very different 
om. To quote Professor Goode, ‘‘ Pure and applied science 

ave labored together al ways in the service of the Fish Commie- 
sion, their representatives working side by side.” Men eminent 
88 Zoologists have joined with those who have been all their lives 
Practical fishermen in the investigation of subjects that have 
arisen in connection with the work to be done. This harmonious 
the poration of practice and theory, would be possible only under 

leadership of one possessing high administrative abilities acd 
Sreat personal influence; indeed, the large sums thst are voted 
yearly from the United States revenue for the work of the Fish

: Tae report of Sir Edward Reed—the Royal Commis- 
sioner appointed to inquire into the causes which led to 
the recent capsizing of the steamer Daphne on the 

. Clyde, and with it the loss of one hundred and twenty- 
four lives—has given rise to an interesting controversy 
_ in the London Times between that gentleman and Mr. 
W. H. White, who was until a few months ago one of 
the Chief Constructors of the British Navy. Sir Ed- 
ward stated in his report that the scientific principles 
Underlying the cause of that accident were not known 


by naval architects until the capsizing of the Hammonia 
afew months before, and then a knowledge of them 
was confined to the one or two members of her builders’ 
firm who investigated the case. He cited as proof of 
this the writings of certain naval authorities, among 
them Mr. White, who, in a paper written jointly by 
himself and Mr. St. John, before the Institution of 
Naval Architects in 1871, upon the subject of the sta- 
bility of ships, states that if an unarmored vessel of 
high freeboard has initial stability, and, further, has 
stability at such large angles as 90 deg., ‘‘ this fact may 
be regarded as quite conclusive of her sufficient sta- 
bility.” A passage bearing a similar construction also 
appears in his ‘‘ manual,” but Mr. Whité now contends 
that in writing that passage he had in his mind laden 
ships, and not ships in the light or launching condition. 
Sir Edward Reed says in reply: ‘‘ Other naval archi- 
tects, in no sense inferior to Mr. White, have admitted 
their oversight ia this matter, and voluntarily offered 
their support (as the Daphne report shows) 1n getting 
the general error rectified.” 








Croszxy fullowing the visit of Quartermaster-General 
Holabird and General Chauncey McKeever, U. S. A., 
to David’s Island comes the visit of an Army Board 
this week, consisting of General W. R. Shafter, Colonel

THE ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE. 


Tue reunion of the Army of the Tennessee opene d au- 
spiciously at Cleveland, on Wednesday of this week, in the 
Tabernacle, General Sherman and 4 distinguished host of 
notable personages being present. The weather was beau- 
tiful, and bunting was flying from the top of almost every 
building. General Sherman presided, and displayed bis 
usual promptness in the despatch of business. The reports 
showed the society to be in excellent financial shape, having 
in its treasury $9,000 in 4 per cent. United States bonds and 
$1,500 in cash. The committee on uniforms declined to re- 
commend anything, but submitted two resolutions, one of 
which declared that uniforms should be worn, and another 
that the Army badge should be worn at all times. The so 
ciety almost unanimously declared against both propositi- 
ons. In the evening there was an immennse crowd at the 
meeting in the Opera House where General Sherman again 
presided, 

On Thursday General Belknap, Chairman of the Commit- 
mittee on Nominations, reported the following, who were 
elected : President, Gen. William T. Sherman ; Vice-Presi- 
dents, Col. William B. Leach, Gen. Madiron Miller, and 
others. It was voted to hold the next reunion at Minneapo-

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


The Mexican Veterans are making ready for the coming 
national convention to be held at Washington, on December 
6,7, and 8 next. It is intended by the citizens of Washing- 
ton to give the Veterans a banquet worthy of the heroes of 
the Mexican war, and in other respects the occasion is to be 
a@ memorable one. 

General H. G. Wright, Chief of Engineers, urges in his re- 
port that Forts Foote and Washington, the principal de- 
fences of Washington City, be placed in good condition, and 
asks for an appropriation to finish the exterior batteries, in 
order that large and improved guns may be mounted thereon 
and the old and worthless smoothboves retired. In refer- 
ence to the fortifications in general, he says: ‘‘ Ourcasemate 
defences, than which there were none stronger in the world 
in their time, were built in the days of smoothbore guns and 
when wooden walls were the only protection of guns afloat, 
But the masonry scarps of these defences, long since out of 
date, would not adequately resist the fire of the powerful ri- 
fled guns with which the powers of Europe have armed their 
ships of war. Most of our fort sites are now occupied by 
earthworks, some of which were constructed many years 
ago. Their parapets are thin, their traverses are not high or 
thick enough to meet the requirements of a good defence, 
and some are without any traverses at all, and are antiquated 
and inefficient.” 

The Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, in Gen- 
eral Term this week, refused to grant an application of Mr. 
W. W. Warden to compel the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay $200,000 to the Chiriqui Improvement Company for land 
to be used on the Isthmus of Panama as a coaling station 
for the United States Navy. Exceptions were filed, and the 
case will be carried to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

The Secretary of the Navy appears to have committed in- 
formally the Navy Regulations toanother board for examina- 
tion, composed of Commo. Semmes, Lieut. Mason, and 
Passed Assistant Engr. Rae. The Regulations have been 
revised and are to be reprinted, with the alterations or pro- 
posed changes, and the proof-sheet then considered by the 
Secretary. When finally agreed on, the amended edition will 
be printed. 

Lieut. Edward W. Very and Asst. Naval Constructor F. T, 
Bowles, of the Naval Advisory Board, made an official visit 
to the Rolling mills at Chester and steel works at Phonix< 
ville, Pa., this week. They speak lo high terms of the qual- 
ity of the steel-plates being manufactured there for the new 
cruisers. No doubt is now manifested about getting the 
quality and quantity of steel required. The tests that have 
been made were very thorough and resulted in many of the 
plates being rejected, but those that withstood the trials 
were found to beof excellent quality, and fully demonstrated 
to the inspection officers the fallacy of the supposition that 
steel of first-class quality could not be produced by our 
home manufacturers. . 

Officers of the Hydrographic Office feel highly encouraged 
at the results attending the establishment of branch hvdro- 
graphic offices in the more important sea-ports. These 
offices are now in operation in Philadelphia and Boston, as 
well as New York. Lieut. W. A. Marshall has been given charge 
of the office at Boston, and Lieut. W. H. H. Southerland, 
of the Philadelphia office. Although only lately established, 
these offices have proved of great benefit to maritime inter- 
ests. In each of the above cities the Maritime Exchange 
has furnished suitable offices for hydrographic work. The 
plan of thus bringing the merchant marine service in con- 
tact with the Naval service is highly approved on all sides, 
and cannot help being of great benefit in many respects, 

Officers of high rank are to be sent to Panama by steamer 
of Oct. 20th, to enable Rear Admiral Hughes to organize a 
court-martial for the trial of Medical Inspector 8. D. Ken- 
nedy, Fleet Surgeon of the Pacific, attached to the Hart- 
ford, who has been reported to the Navy Department for be- 
ing under the influence of stimulants to such a degree as to 

render him incapable of performing his duties. 

The Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting of the Navy 
Department is taking steps to begin the manufacture of steel 
wire cables at the U.S. ropewalk at Boston, and is now 
engaged in experimentizg with American steel, with a view 
to finding a suitable quality at home. Thirty fathoms of 
steel cable constructed at the Washington Navy-yard are 
much preferable to iron on account of less weight and bulk. 
It is a question whether the steel wire cable, which would be 
very pliable, would not surpass even the steel cable, and 
when a satisfactory sample of the former is received their 
relative merits will be tested. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Visitors of the Gov- 
ernment Hospital for the Insane, held on the 13th inrt., for 
the purpose of taking action with regard to the death cf 
Gen. Crane, the following resolutions were adopted : 


Resolved, That in the death of Suargeon-General Crane this 
board is again called to mourn the loss of one of its most effi- 
cient members, a loss which is felt, not only by ue and this com- 
munity, but throughout the whole country, wherever the endur- 
ing work in medical and surgical science, with which he has been 
so closely identified, has been received by his professional asso- 
ciates. 

Resolved, That, in his social relations, in the kindly sympathy, 
the genial iriendsbip, the judicious counsel, and ardent co-opera- 
tion in everything designed to benefit the insane, we have lost an 
associate whose valued services will long be missed, aud whose 
place cannot readily be filled. 

Resolved, Tuat we extend our deep and heartfelt sympathy to 
his affiicted family in their bereavement; and that a copy of 
these resolutions be forwarded to them. 


Efforts are being made by the friends of Commodore 
Rhind to have Rear-Admiral Crosby retire before the 8ist 
inst., and thus give Commodore Rnind an opportunity of re- 





tiring with the rank of rear-admiral. Several telegrams 
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urging him to consent to this have been sent to him, but so 

far as known no replies have been received, nor is it certain 

that the Department would place him on the retired list be- 
fore his return home, as requested in his application for re- 
tirement several weeks since, 

Secretary Chandler has not determined upon a successor 
to Rear-Admiral Crosby yet. There has been some talk of 
giving the command to Commodore Davis, and designating 
him as an acting rear-admiral. This is said to have been 
done during war times, and the Secretary was not eure but 
that he could do eo now; but, as there was some question 
about it, he concluded not to act for the present. 

The Secretary of the Navy has given a good deal of atten- 
tion, since his return to Washing tn, to the consideration of 
tho recent uniform circular, with a view of modifying it so 
as to do away with the more objecticnable features. To as- 
sist him in this be directed a board of officors, consisting of 
Commo. Semmes, Lieut, Mason, and Passed Asst. Engineer 
O. W. Rae to go over the ground carefully. This board held 
a number of consultations at the Navy Department during 
the past week, Secretary Chandler being present on several 
occasions. They thoroughly examined the subject, and 
made a number of mivor changes, which will, however, ne- 
cessitate the publication of a new order. The corrected 
changes were sent to the Government Printing Office on 
Wednesday morning, a proof of which will be revised by 
the Secretary, and will be adopted at once. Just what modi- 
fications were made cennot be /earned, but it is known that 
the shoulder-strapa, which would have been abolished by the 
former circular, have been restored, with changes in the de- 
signs, for the Pay, Medical, rnd Eugineer Corps. Some 
modifications have also been made in the cap, but none of 
any moment. It is expected that the new order, when en- 
forced, will be received with favor by all concerned. 

Secretary Chandler has granted permission to Mr, J. J. 
Kunstadder to apply bis patent screw steering apparatus tu 
the Nina for trial. The Naval Advisory Board and oflicers 
of the Construction and Steam Engineering Bureaus have 
examined Mr. Kunstadder's patent and [pronounce it as pos- 
sessing many novel and valuable features. It is said to have 
the same advantages of the Mallory screw without all the 
outside gearing. The Nina will have a complete set of speed 
and timing trials with her present steering apparatus before 
the Kunstadder screw is fitted on. 

- Lieut. F. W. Nichols and Boatswain W. Carter were admit- 
ted to membership in tho Navy Mutual Aid Association un 
the 13th inst., bringing the total membership up to 630, and 
paying a benefit of $3,264.60. 

The following longevity claims of Army officers were favor- 
ably passed upon by the Third Comptroller of the Treasury 
during the current week : Surgeon Richard H. Alexander, 
Capt. Wm. EF. Dove, 12th Inf.; Capt. Harry C. Egbert, 12th 
Inf.; Capt. Henry B. Freeman, 7th Inf.; Capt. Edward G. 
Fickett, 8th Cav.; Capt. J. A. P. Hampson, 10th Inf. Maj. 
Robert H. Offley, 19th Inf.; Cap*. Charles W. Foster, Q. M. 
Dept.; Maj. Van Buren Hubl ard, Med, Dept.; Capt. Thos. 
HY, Logan, 5th Inf.; Capt. Wm. R. Steinmetz, Med. Dept., 
and Capt. John McGilvray, 2d Art. 

General Sherman was quite disappointed that the transfer 
of the 21st and 10th Regiments of Infantry was not affected, 
as he had virtually promised the 21st that the change would 
be made. When that project was abandoned it was pro- 
posed to transfer the 2ist and 8th, but the removal from 
Vancouver to San Francisco was so slight a change for the 
2ist, that General Sherman did not feel disposed to recom- 
mend it, after heving assured them that they would coon 
be ordered East. It is very improbable that any regimental 
crapges will be made this year, although one or more 
changes may be made early in the spring, if it is not found 
that too great inroads bave been made on the appropria- 
t on. 

The annual reports of bureau officers of the War Depart- 
ment have nearly all been received by the Secretary of War; 
but none of, them will ‘be given out for publication until he 
has had an opportunity to peruse them, which will be within 
afew days. Inthe Navy Department the annual reports 
are not due until November 1. 

After a careful inquiry into the alleged frauds connected 
with the sale of the unserviceable material at the Norfolk 
Navy-yard, the Secretary of the Navy has come to the con- 
clusion that there is no foundation for the charges preferred 
and has decided to take no further notice of the matter. 
The charges referred to were made by a junk dealer of 
Washington, and were to the effect that a ring had been 
formed for purchasing the old material at several of the 
Navy-yards et insignificant prices and dividing the differ- 
eace between what was paid for the material and what it 
was worth to tho members, among themselves. 

By the death ofj Surgeon General Crane, the Army Mu- 
tual Aid Association loses one of its most useful members. 
Tie had long served as a member of the Executive Commit- 
te, and was one of the first to suggest its establishment. 
Hi; beneficiary, Mrs. Crane, was paid the amount of benefit, 
22,500, early this week. 

Secretary Lincoln, on Tuesday, directed Major Henry C. 
Corbin, Asst. Adjutant General, to remain at Newport Bar- 
racks, Ky., after November Ist, to attend to arranging of 
unfinished matters, records, etc., of the discontinued De- 
partment of the South. When that service is completed he 
will be assigned elsewhere, 

Col. George L. Gillespie, Engineer Corps, has been ad- 
m'tted to the membership of the Army Mutual Aid Associ- 
ation. 

Lieut. Garlington’s report on the loss of the Proteus was 


submitted to the Chief Signal officer on Wednesday, and sub- 


sequently transmitted to the Secretary of War, with an ac- 
companying communication from General Hazen. The re- 
port will not be furnished for publication urtil read by Se- 
cretary Lincoln, who is absent for a day or two. 

Surg. J. 8. Billings is not unlikely to be the next Surg.- 
General. He has not announced himself as a candidate, or 
urged his claims personally for the place, but his friends are 
hard at work in his behalf, and it is thonght their efforts wil! 
secure him the appointment. He has the larger portion of 
the medical fraternity of the country backing him and is said 
to have more or leas political influence, His appointment 
was strongly urged by medical societies in all parts of the 
country last year when the place was made vacant by the 
retirement of General Barnes, and it is stated he stood next 
to Gen. Crane in the contest at that time. since the exist- 
ing vacancy occurred the medical associations have repeated 
their former solicitations; and it is believed this time their 
appeals will be fruitfn). It cannot be said that Mejor Bil- 
lings hes any very formidablo antagonist. Those who seem 
t> kcow say that Col. Bax‘er's chances aro meagre. He is 
thought to have exhausted himself in !ast year’s race, when 
ho was pretty far in the rear. Col. Murray is also considered 
a3 having a small chance of securing the appointment. A 
boom has been started for Lieut.-Col. Norris by some of Lis 
Washington friends. He has not sought the place, but if 
the place seeks him ho will doubtless take it, and would make 
a very efficient Chief of Bureau. He is regarded as one 
whom Major Billings may have cause to fear more than any 
other candidate. 

The court-martial orders in tho cases of Commander 
Frederick R. Smith, U. 8. N., tried for duplicating his pay 
accounts, rnd Lieutenant Daniel W. Davis, U. 8. N., found 
guilty of drunkenness and absence without leave, have not 
yet been issued. Tho President, however, has confirmed 
Lieut. Davis’ sentence of dismissal, but has mitigated the 
sentenco of d'smissal in Commander Smith's case to suspen- 
sion from rank and duty for one year, tho officer to retain 
his present number in his grade during that time and to be 
reprimanded by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Rear-Adwiral J. M. B. Chtz has been placed on the re- 
tired list under the 40-years service provision. This actin 
was taken at the request of Admiral Clitz. 

Vue President. Oct. 12th, approved the sentence of dis- 
missal in the case of Lieut -Colonel Guido Ilges, 18th In- 
fantry, who was tried by court-martial on charges of having 
duplicated bis pay accounts. The President also approved 
the sentence of dismissal in the case of Capt. Edward B. 
Hubbard, of the Quartermaster's Department, who was 
tried on charges of drunkenuess. The ordora were not out

RECENT DEATHS, 


In the death of Genoral Crane the Army has lost ono of 
its brightest ornaments, and a host of friends will over hold 
him in affectionate remembrance. We know of no man 
who had a greater faculty of endearing himself to his 
friends, 

Genoral Crane was born at old Fort Wolcott, Newport, 
in 1825, while his father, the late Col. Ichabod Crane, wag 
there in command as a major of the 4th Artillery. Au uncle 
of his was the late Commodore William Crane of the Navy, 
a distinguished officer and most estimable gentleman. 

As as youth at school and at college General Crane wag 
considerate, genercus and chivalric, and as an officer of the 
Army he has had the perfect confidenso and respect of hig 
associates of every rank. His long residence in Washington 
made him one of the familiar figures of the society of the 
Capits], and uv one ever came in contact with him, either 
officially or socially, who did hot become charmed with him. 
He was in no sense of the word a politician, and he was ay 
intense hator of political intriguos, but with the public men 
with whom his position necessitated intorconrse he was al- 
ways esteemed a model of loyalty, frankness, intelligence 
and courtesy. 

But it was at the hospitable home of tke general and hig 

charming wife that his lovable traits were more clearly shown, 
and those accustomed to assemble there will always hold 
those reunions as among the most pleasant of their lives, 
The cause of Gen. Craue’s death was a singular one. An 
abscess formed at tho root of the tongue, and although 
considered of small momont at the time, it increased to 
euch an extentas to make it impossible for him to eat or 
spoak, The general kept about, however, until ten days be- 
fore his death, when he ceased to come to his office. As late 
as Monday of last week he was considered to be doing well, 
but the abssess burrowed into a largo artory, and in a few 
seconds Le bled to death early Wednesday morning. 
The general leaves one son, an only child. Mrs. Crane 
has many devoted friends in Washington, who sympathize 
deeply with her in her affliction.

AFTER 2 protracted illness Major Edward B. Grimes, 
Quartermaster U. 8S. Army, died from dropsy, at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, October 11, iu his fifty-fourth year. 
Ho was born in Maryland, but ia early life settled at Atchi- 
son, Kansas, and, September 29, 1862, whilo residing there 
was appointed a captain and assistant quartermaster of 
volunteors. From 1863 to 1865 he was on duty at Rolla, Mo, 
and on May 26 of that year was appointed a captain and 
assistant quartermaster in the Regular Army. Since then 
he has served at various important stations ; being depot 
quartermaster at St. Louis from 1872 to 1882, and in the 
latter year transferred to similar duty at Fort Leavenworth, 
For his faithful and meritorious services during 
the war he received the brevet of major in the Regular 
Army, May 26, 1865. The remains were conveyed in charge of 
Generel J. D. Biuogham and Major W. McK. Dunp, U. 8. A., 
to Atchison, Kansas, where interment took place Sunday, 
October 14th. He was unmarried. 

Major General Pope, on October 12, issued the following 
General Orders, from the Headquarters Department of the 
Missouri, Fort Leavenworth : 

The Department Commander regrets to be called upon to an- 
nounce to the Department the death of Major Edward B. Grimes, 
Quartermaster U. 8S. A., which occurred at this post at 1 P. ™., oR 
the 11th inet, 

Major Grimes entered the military servico as Captain and As- 
sistant Quartermaster of Volunteers in September, 1852; was 
transferred in the same capacity to the Regular Service in May, 
1865; was brevetted major for faithiul and meritorious service 
during the war, and was promoted to the grade of major and 
quartermaster in 1892. 

During bis service of twenty-one years he was always in posi- 
tions of trust and responsibility, ta all of which he was con- 
spicuous for his unswerving integrity, untiring zeal, and busi- 
ness abilities. By his death the Army loses a trusted comrade 
and the Government a valuable servant. . 

In private life Major Grimes was a most devoted son and affec- 
tionate brother, and the department commander tenders his 
warmest sympathy to the widowed mother and the surviving 
members of his ‘amily. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes us as follows : 


First Lieut. Isaac O. Shelby, 16th Infantry, who died at Fort 
Concho, Texas, August 9, 1883, was an officer who deserves more 
than a passing notice, for he was 4 man in all that noble senee 
which the full meaning of the word implies. A paragraph of 
General Orders No. 39, dated headquarters 16th Infantry, Fort 
Concho, Texas, August 10, 1883, in announcing bis death, 54ys: 

ieut. Shelby bas been known both by his comrades aud by 
civilians with wiiom he has come into extensive contact by seve 
ral Years of service in the Quartermaster’s and Subsistence De 
partments, as a most zealous, attentive and absolutely reliable 
officer, courteous, but firm, liberal, but governed by the strict- 
est rules of integrity. The regiment and service sustain & recos- 
nized loss in his death. It was not only as an officer that Lieut. 
Shelby is highly deserving of that commendation which was 
accorded him by all with whom he came in contact. Nowhere 
did his pure life stand out more nobly than in the home, in the 
little family circle so suddenly shora of its loving protector, - 
the social circle of immediate friends—in the recullection ° 
whom Lient. Shelby will live, until their own lamps go out—to 
all of whom may the event occur as peacefully as to bim. Lisut. 
Shelby was married in Vicksburg, Miss., April 7, 1874, to Miss 
Mary L. Brown, daughter of Judge G.F. Brown. Mrs. Shelby

Lient. Dorn caused the pumps to be sonnded and found 
7 ft. 8in., of water in the hold, a gain of 7 ft. in the last 
two hours, and deeming therefore that the crew of the bark, 
aided bya detachment of laborers with buckets, arrived 
from the shore, and the stream from the steam pump, would 
be equal tothe task of saving the vessel (in which the 
master concurred), returned with ths party to the NW psic, 
leaviog the pump aud hoseon board ia charge of the 
master. 

Daring the two hours spent on board the bark, the NWipsic 
party labored faithfally and dilligently, setting an excellent 
examplo to the crew of the bark, who seemed greatly dis- 
couraged, and frequently left their stations, as did coutinu- 
ally the laborers sent from tho shore as water passers. 
Lieut. Dorn does not speak very well of the conduct of the 
first and second mates of tbe bark, and es the master was 
off most of the time with the consignee, the great part of 
the task in keeping the men at work, keeping the hatches

‘Then I will ba free to accept or 
decline favors, but it will bea like attending one’s own funeral 
for me to accept any general complimont other than the welcome 
which I know awaits me Ly my neighbors and porsonal friends 
in St, Louis, 

I do propose to come to Philadelphia early in November to 
visit my daughter, Mrs, Thackara,on tha way to New York city 
and the West,and from year to year will doubtless repeat these 
visits if my present good health continues ; and it appears to me 
that it will be more appropriate if the Union Leayue Club of 
Philadelphia, from whose members I have already in the past re- 
ceived su many compliments and favors, will permit me to post- 
pone the proposed reception two or tlree years, I promise to en- 
deavor to comport myself in my new sphere of life as not tu 
forfeit the respect which your members, as you say, “ entertain 
for my long and honorable career in the public service.”” Thank-

‘Travelling through a 
narrow pass my mule stumbled, and I was thrown down a hill 
for some distance into the sage-brush, ‘Chey thought I was dead, 
butI wasn’t. Chief Justice Waite was thrown the same way, but 
was not hurt as much as the papers reported. On account of the 
nervousness of his wife, however, he gave up the rest ot the trip,” 

You met some of the old boys in your travels, I suppose, 
General?” “Lote of them, Up in British Columbia, when the 
steamboat landed, I was met by about 200 G. A. R.’s, with a band, 
and they made me deliver a ten-minute speech. You would be 
surprised at the plentitude of the boys. They are everywhere.

There can't be less than 20000 of them scattered through the 
West. I feel Periectly satisfied about retiring. Nov, 11 quit. On 
Oct.17 I will be in Cleveland at the Army of the Tennessee re- 
union, but it will be doubtful if I can join the Army of the Cum- 
berlaud reunion in Cincinnati.” 





FROM THE SOUTH ATLANTIC STATION. 


_Commopore T. 8, Puzips, commanding the South Atlan- 
tic Station, in a despatch to the Secretary of the Navy, 
dated at Montevideo, September 19, encloses a report, made 
to Commander Seely, of the Nipsic, by Lieut. E J. Dorn. re- 
lative to important services rendered the English bark 
Dromadoon while on fire on the night of September 4, 
when both officers and men (Commoduie Phelps reports) 
sone to have acted with considerable intelligence and 

gy. 

It appears from the report of Lieut. Dorn, that on the 
4th September at 6.50 Pp. m., a steam tug came along side the 
Nipsic and requested assistance for an English bark, loaded 
with coal, which had taken fire. In accordance with orderg 
from Comdr. Seely, Lieut. Dern left for the bark at 7. P. M., 
taking the firet cutter, accompanied by Ensign Franklin 
Swift. They took passage in the tug, havivg the cutter in 
tow with a crew of thirteen men. On arriving on board 
the bark, which proved to be the Dromadoon, 868 tons, 
Master Goady, with a cargo of 1,361 tons of coal, from 
Glasgow, Lieutenant Dorn offered his assistance and that 
of bis party to the master, who gratefully accepted, and an- 
thorized him to take any steps h»dvemed necessary to aid 
i suppressing the fire, and placed the resources of the ves- 
8c] at bis disposal. A hole was therefore at once temporari- 
Jy cut through the port side of the deck, abcut fifteen feet 
forward of the main hatch, the partyin the meanwhile 
rigging the pump and aiding the crew to pass water to 
another hole cut abaft the port side. A small hand pump 
manned by the crew, was throwing a stream down the 
main hatch, while through a port hole cut in the starboard 
gabgway, a steam pump from a tug was forcing a continual 
stream, Owing to the fact that his pump had broken down 
and remained ivactive for o couple of hours previous to the 
arrival of the party, the fire had gained such headway as, in 
the opinion of the master, to threaten the destruction of

THE NAVAL TRAINING SYSTEM. 

Usper the Act of Congress approved March 2, 1837, and 
subsequent amendments, the Nevy Department on several 
occasions authorized the erlistment of apprentices to serve 
in the Navy during their minority, but in thecourse of a 
few years the planus were abandoned, the efforts having 
failed, partly inconsequence of the elaborate system of edu- 
cation and training adopted, and partly owing to the fact 
that inducements were held out to the boys which could not 
be realized. Duriug the early part of the year 1875, the 
Navy Department, upon the recommendation of Rear Ad- 
miral Robert W. Shufeldt, then comuodore and chief of the 
bureau of Equipment and Recruiting, determined to resume 
the svipment of naval apprentices, and accordingly issued 
the circular dated April 8, 1375, relating to the enlistment of 
boys in the Navy. 

Tho success of the training system, as revised in 1875, as 
shown by the reports of the commanding officers, having ap- 
prentices under their command, warrauted the present chief 
of the bureau of Equipment and Recruiting (Commodore 
Earl English), in recommending additional legislation in its 
bebaif, and on the 12th of May, 1879, Congress authorized 
the enlistment of 750 boys annually, in addition to the nnm- 
ber of enlisted persons previourly allowed by jaw in the 
naval service. A new impetus was thus given to the syt- 
tem, and additional facilities were provided for tho enlist- 
ment of boys, and ia view of the p2rmanent establishment of 
the naval Training Station at Coasters’ Harbor Island (ceded 
to the U.S. by Rhode Island), the way has been prepared 
for greater development iu the future, At the present lime 
there are 1,205 boys under training and in the general ser- 
vice on board of naval cruising vessels. The following ves- 
sels are now in commission as training shiv, Commodore 
Stephen B. Luce being in command of the Traiving Station 
at Coasters’ Harbor Island, R. L, and of the Training 
squadron, viz.: 

U. 8. 8S. Minnesota, 1st rate, Captain J. H. Gillis, 
commanding; U. 8. 8S. New Hampshire, 24 rate, Captain E. 
O. Matthews, commanding; U. 8. 8. Saratoga, 8d rate, 2d 
class, Commander H, C, Taylor, commanding; U. 8. 8. 
Jamestown, 3d rate, 2d class, Commander A. D. Brown, 
commanding, and U. 8. 8. Portsmouth, 3d rate, 2d class, 
Commander W. C. Wise, commanding. 

Eighteen crnising vess9ls of the Navy at present in com- 
mission on tho Atlantic Coast of the United States and on 
foreign stations, have among their several crews apprentices 
who have passed through the training ships, and are com- 
pleting their advanced training and instruction as seamen 
and petty officers in the general service.

Numerozs plates are appended to the article, whic’ 
with the text, form a volune of more than ordinary in- 
terest. 

Col. OC, E. Sprague, Secretary of the Union Dime Savings 
Bank, New York, has patented a new form of check-book 
which can be used algo as an account or cash-book. It is 
very little wider than an ordinary check book, and when 
closed is somewhat wider than a sing'e check, It holds four 
checks to 4 page, every alternate leaf being ruled on one 
side of it for debit and credit cash entries, and on the other 
side for a debit and credit account with the benk, showing 
deposits made and checks drawn. Checks used, when r« 
turned by the bank can bo pasted to a slight margin of the 
leaf from which they were originally torn; face downward so 
as to show the endorsements. Ifa check has not been paid 
or is missing the fact is indicated by its absence on file in 
its proper place and a reference to the bank. Col. Sprague’s 
book can be made as cheanly as thé old form of check-book, 
and is much more convenient. 


In a handgome volume of 246 octavo pags. published b7 
James R. Osgood and Co., Boston, Theodore Ayranlt Dodge, 
0.8. A. (author of the ‘“‘Campaign of Chancetiorsville ”). 
has given usa very clear, concise, and yet complete “ Bird's- 
Eve View of Our Civil War.” It has 41 excellent outliie 
p aps and charts, illustrating the various battles and can - 
pai jue, frcm Bull Run, July 21, 1861, to Nashville, Decemb r 
15 and 16.1864. ‘There are also excellent maps, special y 
prepurc d for this work, of the United States; Virginia, shox 
ing strategic field of Eastern armies; Western States, shor ~ 
ing edvauce of Union armies from Ohio River to Atlant: 
aud ‘Isochronochoric Chart, showing the north ard 
south movements and positions of the principal Armies of 
the United States in their advance and retreat during tie 
war.” ‘The preface isin the form of an introductory letter 
to Robert Elkin Neil Dodge, son of the author. In this tle 
purpose of the volume is declared to be “to give the layman 
a clearidea of the war asa military whole, paying no hed 
to individua] heroism, nor dwelling upon the war as a spe - 
tacle.” ‘The author is well equipped for his work, which be 
has executed with consci:ntions fidelity. Our civil war ‘s 
rapidly taking its pl ce, with the rising generation, among 
the events of the dim aid distant past, and it 1 well that 
they should be kept in wind, by such works as this, of what 
their fathers suffered and accomplished. It is written in a 
spirit of impartiality and of just discrimination concerning 
the merits and defects of the generals who led the Armies of 
North and South. 


Mr. Ed. A. Thomas's “‘ Comprehentive Dictionary of Biog¢ 
raphy” (Porter and Coates, Phila.), it *‘co aprehensive,” is 
certainly not complete. It is a handsomely vrinted volumecf 
590 pages, of convenient size, illustrated vita fourteen anti- 
quated portraits on steel, and the chief coatribution to iis 
value has been on the part of the publisher’. It is no doutt 
difficult to cover the entire field of biograp':y in avolume of 
this size, but it is impossible to see what pr aciple of selece 
tion or exclusion has guided its author. If he gives us tbe 
biography of Aaron, the high priest, why should he omit 
Moses, the law-giver? If Isaiah, the prophe:, why not Jere- 
miah? If Paul. why not Peter and the evangelists? Why 
should he have Purry aud Ross emoag Arctic voyagers, and 
not Sir John Franklin? If twenty-one of Napoleon's Mar- 
shals are given, why are the other five omitted: Serrurier 
and Moncey, Marshals and Senators of France ; Brune, who 
served with distinction fr >m the outbreak of the French Revo- 
lution to the battle of Waterloo; St. Cyr (Gouvion), 
who was twice Minister of War, as w:ll as Marshal, acd 
Bessiéres, Duke of Istria, whom Napuleon eulogized at Sr. 
Helena as one of his most skilful and devoted otticers? It 
is proper that Alfred Terry should appesr in such a work as 
this, and T. W. Sherman, and Don Carlos Buell; but why is 
John Pope omitted, and both the naval Rodgers, John and 
Raymond, not to speak of Generals Mil s and Mackenzie? 
If tbereis room for Louis Palma di Ces: ola, why is none 
found for asingle member of President Arthur's Cabinet, 
not even Frelinghuysen, once a Senator of the United States, 
and the gon and grandson of a Senator? Wiy should P. T. 
Barnum crowd out President Eliot of Harvard, Dr. 
of Columbia, and White of Cornell, also a U. &. Minister, 
and why should the younger Booth appear among actors, to 
the exclusion of his father and of Forrest? I¢ Cyras W. 
Field is admitted, why not his brother, a justice of the

** GENERAL TAYLOR NEVER SURRENDERS.” 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Some weeks ago, and when [ was on the eve of start- 
ing for Kentucky, my attention was called to a letter, 
signed “ H. W. Benham,” published in your paper of 
June 30, 1883. I had not then time to reply, and now 
ask you as an act of justice to publish the following 
answer: 

‘General Taylor never surrenders” is the reply that 
I made to General Santa Anna under the following 
circumstances : 

On the 23d of February, while the battle of Buena 
Vista was being fought, General Taylor, seeing a large 
body of Mexicans, who had passed tu our rear, with- 
drawing, ordered me to go to them and say that if they 
would surrender the firing should stop. I took a flag of 
truce, and, accompanied by General Taylor’s inter- 
preter, Old Peter, carried the meseage. I was at once 
blind-folded, and no reply having been made to the 
message 1 wrought, and against repeated protests, I was 
conducted to Santa Anna. Then the blind was re- 
moved, «nd to his inquiry, why I was there, I explained 
the facts, and added that I had no message to him. 

He then said to me: ‘Tell General Taylor he is sur- 
rounded by 22,000 men, has no chance to escape, and 
had better surrender.” My reply bas been stated. 

Ido not think any fame belongs to me for making 
this reply, but to the beroic man whose character 
prompted it. And until I read General Benham’s 
letter, I did not believe there was an officer in ‘General 
Taylor’s command who would pot have made a like 
a iswer. At the request of friends, oftentimes I have 
nitrated these facts in conversation. General Benham 
has denied them all publicly. It is due to my own 
character and to my frends, that I should publicly 
affirm them. There must be many men alive now wh» 
saw me car-y a flag into the Mexican lines; but us Old 
Peter, the only American who heard my reply to Saota 
Anna, is probably long since dead, that must rest upon 
my own statement, coupled with the fact that I reported 
Santa Anna’s message to Gen. Taylor on the field ; 
and at the same time Maj. Bliss said, “ What did you 
say, Crittenden?” and I repeated my answer to him. 

Speaking of me, Gen. Benham says: ‘‘ He left that 


army to accompany young Maj. Coffee, paymaster, 
who was sent with the despatches and reports of the 
battle to Washington.” 

The truth is, I was sent from that army by General 
Taylor to carry his report and despatches to Washing- 
ton, and did carry and deliver them to the Adjutant- 
General of the Army, Gen. Roger Jones. His son, a 
distinguished officer of the Army, now stationed in this 
city, not only saw them delivered, but carried them 
himself to the President.* I am glad this fact can be 
established beyond question. For, to have been selected 
by Gen. Taylor as bearer of despatches from that field, 
1 have always treasured as the greatest honor ever 
bestowed on me. A-ain he says, referring to me: 
‘* He could not have carried an official order, certainly 
if not in writing, to any person on or off the field.” 
The fact is, I did carry many important orders to 
colonels of regiments requiring the movement of troops, 
and none of them were in writing. 

His charge of ‘‘ ignorance of the rules of war on the 
part of our volunteers” will not stand for a moment 
when one remembers that Cols. McKee, Davis, Hardin 
and Marshall, Lt.-Col. Clay and Maj. Fry, with many 
other educated and prominent men, were officers in that 
little army of 4,000 volunteers ! 

But General Benham is in a smiting mood, and after 
charging a blunder to the ignorance of our volunteers, 
he says, ‘‘and I must add also the thoughtlessness of 
our good old General as well as the rest of us.” And 
then, after telling the public what -should have been 
done, he makes an end cf General ‘Taylor’s fame with 
this sentence: ‘‘It appears to have been one of a series 
of blunders, which might have, but did not, cost us the 
battle, though we lost some three thousand prisoners 
by it.” 

He is speaking of Zachary Taylor, a general who nev- 
er lost a battle, though he did most of the hard fighting 
ofhis time, and whose deeds so many men love to think 
had placed him in the front rank with the great gener- 
als of the world, calls him “ our good old General,” and 
says, in fact, that he won his greatest victory in spite of 
blunders! 

I hope the fame of General Taylor will survive this 
criticism, and I really think the blunders were not com- 
mitted by General Taylor on the field at Buena Vista, 
but here, in New York City, 36 years after the battle, 
by General Benham. 

In conclusion, I can, and do confirm one of his opin 
ions, viz.: that [I did net inspire the article in the 
Washington Sunday Herald. I knew nothing whatever 
about it until some one sent me a copy of the paper.

BARBED WIRE DEFENCES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue article on ‘ Riots and their Suppression,”’ pub- 
lished in the Journat, is alike able and interesting, but 
General Molineux omits to mention what appears to 
be of much importance in street fighting, barricades 
of barbed-wire tencing. Coils of barbed wireon wooden 
spools are found in great abundance in acricultural sup- 
ply stores in the city, and these coils can easily be car- 
ried to any point. One end of the wire made fast to 
a docr post, or window-sill and then the coil carried to 
the opposite side of the street, the wire fastened around 
a door or window-frame aod then carried back to the 
other side, this operation being repeated until a barrier 
is woven across the street, which practically would be 
impossible to pass without great delay in removing it— 
meanwhile affording no protection to those close to it, 
as would barricades of boxes, etc., as suggested in the 
article. Another suggestion I would make would be 
that the militia in cities should be srmed with magazine 
rifles—the sixteen shot Winchester would be the best. 
The long range single-loaders are out of place in a city. 
A shorter range magazine rifle would be far more effec- 
tive. e2 2.s

THE ‘SOLDIERS’ TEMPERANCE UNION.” 


Or John B. Magruder it is related, he one morning 
startled his comrades by disclosing a project which was as 
novel as any oue of the good things originating ia his won- 
derfully entertaining humor. It was a plan he had formed 
for converting himself into a teetctaller. 

Baid he: “In twenty-three days I will be a total abstinence 
man !”” 

** How so ?” inquired a bystander. 

“Well!” exclaimed J. B. M., with a lisp, “I now take 
twenty-three eye-openerth and cocktailth before breakfath; 
I am going to leave off one every morning, and on the 
twenty-third morning I will have taken my latht drink.” 
The story shall not be spoiled by any historics!, or rather 
biographical doubts as to the result. Probably his reform 
was quite as complete as was that of another “ prince of 
good fellows,” of whom his friend said, apologetically: 
** Jem has stopped drinking in a sneasure.” 

Doubtless, total abstinence is an easier subject for indi- 
vidual handling than is temperance, though both are sufii- 
ciently delicate to deter men of the world from becoming 
very conspicuous by advocating either. Whiskey, as an in- 
fluential element, seems so intimately associated, not only 
with social enjoyments, but even with political combinations, 
that to attack it is apt to get one involved in unpleasant 
entanglements. One, neither a votary of Bacchus nor a 
temperance fanatic, finds it easier, and certaialy pleasanter, 
to treat the matter with indifference; being under the in- 
fluence of the same spirit of toleratiun that governed Marcus 
Aurelius under different circumstances, aud which taught 
bim to show a gentlemanly deference for the “ prevailing 
superstition of one’s times.” 

The difficulty of reform is further increased by the fact 
that whiskey is largely used as a remedial agent. It is a 
panacea, ready at hand, for every disease from rheumatism 
to “ rickets,” from malaria to snake bites—particularly snake 
bites. Though I must say, as an honored and welcome 
guest on the high moral plane at present occupied by the 
Republicans, I deeply sympathize with that sad-eyed woman 
who, having administ:red a gallon of whiskey to her hus- 
band, bitten by a rattlesnake, exclaimed in the midst of her 
consternation and bitterness of soul: ‘‘ Yes, it cnred John, 
but it made a Democrat of him !” . 
As a mere question of taste, it is hard to decide which is 
the less destructive of one’s self respect, to pose before the 
community as a frightful example or a reformed drunkard. 
It seems only the difference between the is and the has been 
—a difference of tenses. The former is apt to be the most 
congenial, and so long as he gets all the liquor he wants, 
does not object to another's indulging; while the latter in- 
clines generally to fanaticism, and is open to the suspicion 
not only of trying to make, as regards whiskey drinking, & 
good general average for himself, but also, after having had 
his own share, of being uuwilling others should get theirs. 
Again, there is a disposition ou the part of most men to 
forbear touching another’s weakness. The poor victim of 
an all-absorbing thirst may devote himself to coloring his 
mahogany till his nose glows like Carysfoot Reef Light; 
he may drive his wife to despair and beggar his children ; 
he may even become a reproach to his associates and a pub- 
lic nuisance, Jeaving in the wake of his faltering foot-teps 
all the sickening odors of the internal revenue, and yet no 
one of gentlemanly instincts will feel inclined to make an 
effort to reclaim him by energetic personal interfereuce. 
Outside his own family circle it is conceded to be no one 8 
business to save him. No one is willing to risk being offen- 
sive by the intrusion of advise or persuasion, which, no 
matter how necessary or weil meant, is almost sure of being 
received as an uncalled for affront. ' 

But what cannot be done by the personal application of 
an effort at reform may be accomplished by another method. 
Many a self convicted sinner who would resent as a personal 
indignity an invitation to the mourner’s beuch will be 10- 
duced to pray in secret and begin a new life by the enuncia- 
tion of temperately advocated and self evident truths. While 
invective, ridicule and coercion only irritate, the mild and 
beneficent influence of kindly feelings and unobtrusive 
example will melt the obdurate heart. It is the old, old 
fable over again of the wind, the sun and the traveller's 
cloak. Thece is a homeopathic method of treatment in the 
moral as well as the physical world, and it is quite as supe- 
_ over any other treatment iu the higher as in the lower 
realm.

Also Mr, Nye, of the War Department, 
a son of the late Senator Nye. The assistance given by the 
ladies is one of the pleasantest features of the entertain- 
ments that follow the business meetings. Among the ladies 
who frequently attend are: Mesdames Rowan, Roach, Rod- 
gers, and Miss Ida May Rodgers; all residents of Washington 
City. Miss Ida Mcy Rodgers, who is a celebrity as an elocu- 
tionist, has been adopted as a daughter of the Union. The 
number of enlisted men who have joined the Union since its 
organization is 219. Of this number 158 are now total ab- 
stinence men, ‘he Union has reached this prosperous con- 
dition 1m the eighteen months sinve it was organized by 
sixteen enlisted men. ; , 

The weekly meetings in camp are held in the evening and 
none pass without some friends of the Union coming from 
the city to lend encouragement and assistance. The Rev. 
Dr. Burdic, Mr. Lee, Mr. Brant, and Mr. Nye have been fre- 
quent visitors, attended by others from Washington and the 
residents of Gaithersburg, which last have greatly assisted 
the organization, During the camp meeting in August at 
Washington Grove, about a mile from camp, many of the 
ministers and laity exhibited a warm interest in the success 
of the undertaking. At each meeting, after the routine busi- 
ness is transacted, the members and visitors are entertained 
with music, singing, dialogues, declamations and speeches; 
the ladies taking part, and the proceedings are characterized

A CARD FROM MAJOR NICKERSON. 
To the Editor of the New York Herald; 


TE despatch given to the public from the Literary Burean of 
the Adjutant-General’s Office, Washington, published on the 7th 
inst. in your edition, as well as throughout the United States, is 
such a Dew tissue of falsehoods that. contrary to my late custom, 
I give you an opportunity of correcting it. I exonerate the mem- 
bers of the press from ail blame in this case because I know that 
they are obliged to publish what the authorities at the Adjutant- 
General’s Office give them, or they are tabooed and ngt allowed 
to have any so-called news. 

The Literary Bureau referred to is controlled by Adjutant- 
General Drum, and its first duty is to laud him and its second to 
vilify all persons toward whom be is inimical. The late Surgeons- 
General of the Army, Generals Barnes aud Crane; Commissary- 
General Macteely; the Governor of the Soldiers’ Home, General 
Sturgis; Commissioner of Pensions Dudley, and hosts of others, 
have been attacked through this source. Whenever an order is 
issued trom the War Department that is likely to commend itself 
to the public tne Literary Bureau gives a despatch to the gleaners 
for the press that Adjutant-General Drum has ordered thus and 
so, It it bea matter that requires bolstering, then the bureau 
says that General Sherman has issued the order, although he 
may at the time be in the wilds of Montana, and totally ignorant 
on the subject. Buitif it bean order or statement of doubtiul 
propriety, like an attack upon some officer, then the bureau 
causes it to be stated that Secretary of War Lincoln has so ordered 
—thus making a great office aud a great name responsible for the 
mud thrown. 

For months all the guns of this Literary Bureau, shotted with 
caluinay and fired by the hand of malice, have been turned upon 
me, the latest being the shot to which I reter. This says that at 
last the War Department has learned my whereabouts, and im- 
mediately sent me an order tu report in person, to which order a 
reply had been received from me refusing to obey; that I have 
rendered a false report of my address, disobeyed General Sher- 
man’s order to remain in Washington; that { now defy the Secre- 
tary of War, and will be treated as a deserter. 

The facts are that the War Department has known my where- 
abouts since last June, and has had an agent with me since the 
Ist of July, whose orders and instructions have long since been 
well known to me, I have not retused to obey the Secretary's 
order, nor had I at that time, owing to an illness of several days’ 
duration, sent any reply at all. My reply whenit comes will 
Probably not be given to the press verbatim, but in it I state that 
as soon as my health will permit and the Adjutant-General has 
called in the men whom he has instructed to arrest me as soon as 
I Cross the line, thus permitting me to come to Washington 
without being ignominiously treated, I shall have pleasure in 
Teporting as directed. 

Idid not disobey General Sherman’s order not to leave Wash- 
ington, because he never issued any such order. Had he issued 
such an order it would have been just as illegal as the one I did 
receive, and I should have besn justified in disobeying it, be- 
cause, being an officer on the retired list, the law provides that I 
may go where I please inside the limits of the United States, 
engage in any business I choose, and shall not be assigned to any 
duty whatever, excepting only details tor the Soldiers’ Home and 
48 professor at a military college, made at my own request. 

In May Adjutant General Drum aud Colonel Barr—the Secre- 
tary of War and General Sherman being absent—knowing that 
Thad important business elsewhere requiring my attention, sent 
me an alleged order directing me to remain in Washington, 
At my request a gentleman of high character and standing went 
tothe War Department to ask tuat the illega! order be revoked 
and I be allowed to go and attend to my business. He returned 
with information that General Sherman and the Secretary were 
absent, but that he had seen General Drum and Colonel Barr 
and that they had caused the order to be issued on account of a 
domestic trouble in which I was involved, and they would not 
suspend or revoke it. ‘they bad no more right to issue such an 
order than the Mayor of New York would have to issue an order 
that you should not leave the city of New York. That I have re- 
fused to obey the Secretary’s order tuo returnor defied him is 
absolutely false, as my letter of the 8th inst., recently forward- 
ed, will show. 

But the last part of the despatch from the Bureau says that I 
willnow be treated as a deserter. This, if true, would be some 
cComiort, as deserters are oiten treated with justice, and in my 
case I have had no intimation of any such intention. But it is 
Rot true. It may be and doubtless is true that they will try to 
uDlawiully stigmatize me asa deserter, but desertion is defined 
to be an absence without the intention of ever returning. It 
will be difficult to make the Army or public believe that I have 
deserted the colors under which for more than twenty-two 
years I have rendered loyal service, especially at the inst ot 


~— Nickerson’s scandalous conduct by Judge Advocate 
H. Pelham Curtis, May 17. The Secretary of War referred 
it to Goneral Sherman to take appropriate action, who 
thereupon indorsed the letter as follows : 

The Adjutant-General will collect all evidence in this case and 
endeavor to ascertain the whereabouts of Mrs. Nickerson and 
daughter. Colonel Barr will proceed to Philadelphia to investi- 
gate the proceedings in the civil court which granted the de- 
crees of divorce. It may be well to notify Colonel Nickerson that 
he must not leave the place of bis present residence without the 
permission of the War Department. The matter involves con- 
duct unbecoming an officer ard a gentleman, if not worse. 

May 21 the following was sent to Major Nickerson : 

Sre: The Secretary of War directs that until further orders you 
do not leave this city without his permission.

May 23, the presence of Major Nickerson being required 
in Philadelphia to show cause why the divorce, then recent- 
ly obtained, should not be set aside, permission was given 
him to go there and remain only so long as the litigation re- 
quired his attention. It will be seen that Major Nickerson 
says in his letter that such permission was denied him ab- 
solutely, and that no order was ever issued directing him 
not to leave Washington. 

September 20, Major Nickerson reported his addre-s to the 
War Department as Thorold, Oat., Canada, and adds : 

I would also state that I am temporarily absent from the limit 
of the United States by permission of the Secretary of War. 

Secretary Lincoln immediately directed General Drum to 
acknowledge receipt of this letter and say : 

The permissfon given you July 11, 1882, to absent yourself 
from the limits of the United States, of which you did not imme- 
diately avail yourselt, was cancelled on May 21, 1883. and you 
were then ordered not to leave Washington without the Secre- 
tary’s permission, a restriction on your movements which was 
gularged by unly allowing you to go to Philadeiphia to attend to 
pending litigation. The Secretary of War now directs that you 
proceed to Washington City, D. C., forthwith and report in person 
to the Adjutant General of the Army, when further orders will 
be given you. 

That there should be no mistake about the letter reach- 
ing Major Nickerson its delivery was confided to Captain 
Randall, of the Twenty third [ufantry, who reported, Oct. 
3d, that he had gone to Thorold and seen Major Nickerson, 
to whom he delivered the letter. He requested Captain Ran- 
dall to inform the Department that the instructions which 
it contained would not be complied with.

FORT LEAVENWORTH. 


If one wants a decided change from a frontier post. Leav- 
enworth is the place to find it, in a military sense. With its 
beautiful surroundings and other attractions, time is easily 
passed. Gen. Pope's Hdqrs. is almost, in its many changes, 
identical with him. The old arsenal grounds and buildings 
are used for the different offices of department and depot ; 
without, and contiguous, are the dwellings of the General 
and his staff. The former house of a captain of ordnance is 
the dwelling Of a major-general. In the post proper are the 
dwellings and offices of the school and post, Colonel Otis 
being at the head. The school, which seems to be at least 
kept busy, will eventually be of great service. A complaint 
that much has to be gone over, already known by graduates, 
seems to exist. If known, however, the practice will, bygieni- 
cally, physically, and mentally, be of no harin, and to elimi- 
nate it would require a still higher course for graduates, not 
possible, or else their exemption from study, which would be 
liable to create feeling between the different classes of offi- 
cersinthe Army. As it is, the course makes the graduate 
work hard, if only for a review of a subject new to the other 
class. The military part—parades, reviews, etc.—is sacri- 
ficed for the old trouble and foundation of most of our de- 
sertions, the bayonet being turned into the pick, trowel, or 
spade, as the case may be. 

At the post is a nice theatre and hop room, which, a few 
evenings since, was graced by the beauty of the post. The 
post chapel, of stone, is a most beautiful building, and its 
artistic adornment with flags, and tablets to the memory of 
the dead, makes it a model military chapel. For this and 
other improvements, the post is indebted to Gen Pope. 

The military prison it a study of itself, and, under the 
able management of Colonel Blunt and the prison commuis- 
sion, prospers, in fact, too well. The men have a soft thing 
of it. As the joke goes, one-half of a famous cavalry regi- 
ment are here, and the other half are waiting for places. 
Let us work these same men at our posts, save labor to our 
soldiers, and check desertions. 

Everything is pow on the shoot. The Department of the 
Missouri leads in this matter, and in three years has jamped 
from three marksmen to this year nearly 900. The score of 
Lieut. Hughes, 265, has never been beaten, and the number 
of points made by our Department team this year is 145 
points ahead of the Army team last year. The teams from 
the different departments are now away, and by the 18th of 
September it will b e known, as far as the teams go, which 
department leads.

Henry A. Morrow, 21st [nfantry, is president, was arraigned 
and tried 2d Lieut. Samuel C. Roberison, lst Cavalry. 

Charge L.—‘‘ Making and presenting a false and frandu- 
lent claim against the United States, in violation of the 60th 
Article of War.” 

Specification—Recites that Lieut. Robertson, “ having 
made and presented, or caused to be presented, a claim for 
the pay due him as 2d lieutenant, Ist Cavalry, for June, 
1883, amounting to $125, and having received the same from 
Lieut.-Col. Rodney Smith, deputy paymaster general, at 

Portland, Ogn., on or about June 27, 1883, did make and 
present, or cause to be presented, a like pay account and 
claim for pay as 2d lieutenant, lst Cavalry, amounting to 
$125, for the same month and year, to Major F. M. Coxe, 
paymaster, at San Francisco, Cal., on or about June 30, 
1883, knowing the same to be false and fraudulent, and did

Charge Lf.-—“‘ Conduct unbecoming an officer aud a gen- 
tleman.” 

Specification.—Recites that Lieut. Robertson, * having re- 
ceived the pay due him as 2d lieutenant, lst Cavalry, for the 
month of June, i883, amounting to $125, from Lieut.-Col, 
Rodney Smith, depnty paymaster general, at Portland, Ogn., 
on or about June 27, 1883, did make and present, or cause to 
be presented, a like pay account und claim for pay as 2d 
lieuteuant, lst Cavalry, amounting to $125, for the same 
month and year, to Major F. M. Coxe, paymaster, at San - 
Francisco, Cal., on or about June 30, 1883, and did make the 
following certiticate thereon: ‘I certify that the amount 
charged . . . iscorrectand just, . . . and that it is 
rightfully due me as stated,’ knowing such certificate to be 
false and fraudulent, iu that he well knew said account was 
not correct and just, and the amount charged not rightfully 
due him, he having previously been paid for said month of 
June, 1883, as above set forth.” 

To which charges and specifications Lieut. Robertson 
pleaded :

The court finds him : 

Charge L—Of the specification, ‘Guilty, excepting the 
words ‘knowing the same to be false and fraudulent, and 
did fraudulently receive thereon from said Major Coxe the 
said sum of $125,’and of the excepted words not guilty.” Of 
the charge, ** Not guilty, but guilty of conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline.” 

Charge II.—Of the specification, ** Guilty, excepting the 
words ‘knowing such certificate to be false and fraudulent, 
in that he well knew said account was uot correct and just, 
and the amount charged not rightfully due him, and of the 
excepted words not guilty.” f 

Of the Charge, *‘ Not guilty, but guilty of neglect of duty, 
in violation of the 62d Article of War.” 

And does therefore sentence him “ to be suspended from 
rank and command forsix months, and to be confined to the 
limits of his post for the same period, and to be reprimanded 
in General Orders,” 

The proceedings of the General Court-martial in the fore- 
going case having been forwarded to the Secretary of War, 
the following are his remarks and orders indorsed thereon :

In the foregoing case of 2d Lieut. Samuel C. Robertson, Ist 
Regiment of Oavalry, the proceedings alone are approved by the 
President. 

The record shows that early in June, 1883, the post trader at 
Fort Spokane, upon the request of the accused, cashed his pay 
voucher for that month. Tue post trader testified that if the 
accused had requested it he woald have loaued him the money 
without security; but there is otherwise no indication of the 
transaction being a loan. Some days afterwards the accused, 
having gone from bis post on detached service, wrote to the post 
trader asking him not to present the pay voucher fur payment, 
Tue letter did not reach the post trader until more than a week 
aiter the voucher had been paid by a paymaster. The accused 
bad made and scold another pay voucher ior the same month, 
which was paid by anocher paymaster. The only explanation of 
the conduct of the accuselis toundin his own statement to the 
court that when he gave his voucher to the post trader, as near 
as he vould recollect, it did not occur to him to ask bimaclf 
whether there could be another account out against him tor the 
same month, and thatif there had been such an impression on 
bis miad that consideration would have prevented his giving 
the second voucher.

form, the effect of the whole was not much interfered with. 
The officers looked well in their dark double-breasted coats 
of Army pattern, and thus the appearance of the whole in a 
military respect was excellent. : 

Colonel Cruger was, we regret to say, in command for the 
last time, a8 he intends to send his long threatened resigna- 
tion forward immediately. While watching the animated, 
decisive manner in which he handled his command, and then 
considering the fact that this handsome, robust specimen of 
manhood was once left, stiff and stark, for dead on the bat- 
tlefield, cne could hardly help reflecting upon the remark- 
able course of events in this life. 

Before the inspection the comzieand executed the manual 
in generally good form—at least so far as that portion in the 
large room was concerned, There seemed to be some trouble 
on the other side of the partition, but where itfexactly lay we 
could not discover from our position. The Inspector-General 
waived the review, as there was no room for it and,the com- 
mand formed into column of companies without ceremony. 
Why were markers formed and mustered with the non- 
commissioned staff, and why was the 31 company dressed 
tothe left? Band leader and drum-major did not form 
with the non-commissioned stuff until called for specially, 
and in several cases the field music were not in their prop- 
er places in rear of the companies. This latter defect we 
noticed also in the 23d and 69th; but omitted to call atten- 
tion toit at the time. Oue officer was dressed in a blouse, 
while the majority as stated before, wore their dress-coats. 
While wo have above reforred to the neat and clean condi- 
tion of the armory, we are now compelled to state that a 
number of men by profuse spitting on the floor spoiled the 
favorable effect created, a fact which surprised ua very 
much in view of the claims of the 12th that it is com- 
posed of material above the average. These were all 
the defects which came under our observation. The in- 
spection, although the command was small, was 
as a general thing a very creditable affair. It passed 
off rapidly, the rolls seemed well prepared, and the officers 
were prompt in furnishing any information desired by the 
inspector, so that no balks and delays occurred. At its con- 
clusion the regiment was divided into two equal parts of 
four companies each, and these wore drilled by Colonel 
Cruger and Lieutenant-Colonel Jones successively. Theo 
right wing was formed with fixed bayonets, a fault 
corrected by the colonel immediately after it had 
been turned over to him. A series of battalion move- 
ments, such as are permitted by the limited space avail- 
able, were then executed with great rapidity. Marches in 
column of fours, by tho flank of companies and divisions, 
advances and retreats in line, changes of filo-closers, from 
one flank to the other, close company formations on and to 
the right and left, breaking into fours from column of divi- 
sions and companies, deployments on interior companies, 
formations of line on the right and left, and a good manual, 
formed the repertoire. The movements were rapid, and there 
was little time for reflection. Guides in some cases were not 
quick enough; some faced in wrong directions; captains 
sometimes mancouvred their commands as companies when 
divisions had been ordered and other minor mistakes oc- 
curred ; bul, as a whole, the drill gave satisfaction. Lieut.- 
Col. Jones then took hold of the left wing, beginning with 
an advance and retreat in line, followed by column of fours 
and divisions column left, another wolaumn of fours, and 
close column of divisions to the right, then a break into 
fours, and an advance in line (the men being all the time at 
carry arms), from which the command broke into column of 
divisions. He afterwards executed right and left of compa- 
nies rear into column, which were not handsomely per- 
formed, but correct except in one instance, when the com- 
pany, instead of the officer iu command, went astray. The 
command closed in mass, and took wheeling distance, exe- 
cuted on right and left into line, advanced, formed close col- 
umn on first division, deployed, aud was dismissed. Thore 
were several mistakes, such as dressing to the wrong flank, 
execution of commands by company instead of by division, 
errors by guides, etc., which, however, are not important 
enough to mention in detail, the drill as a whole being very 
creditable, The inspection, as a whole, was @ very satisfac- 
tory one, only, as in case of the 8th, the command is rather 
small, Itis a singular fact that, as will be seen from the 
table at the end of this article, Company E is entirely 
without officers. The 12th ranks high asa shooting regi- 
ment, and not less than three of its sergeants (Dolan, Van 
Heusen, and Peulding) were members of the late Interna- 
tional Team. Dolan’s (the champion marksman of New 
York) breast was completely covered with trophies and med- 
als, and we do not see where he is going to end if he keeps

The muster terminated at 12 1., when the men were dis- 
missed for the ceremonies of the afternoon, which were to 
begin at 2 o’clock. An unusualiy large number of Masonic 
and Knights Templar lodges, as well as nearly all the promi- 
nent officers of the Brooklyn National Guard and municipal 
authorities, were present and joined in the procession. The 
streets in the vicinity of the armory had donned their holi- 
day attire. Tho procession, headed by the 47th, started at 
about 8 pe. M., and having passed through 4th street, Bedford 
avenue, Keap and Marcy streots, arrived at the site of the 
armory, where the stone was laid under the Masonic rites by 
the Grand-Master of Masons of the State of New York, the 
chaplain of the regiment, Dr. Maynard, delivering the 
oration of the day. An excellent salute was fired by the 34 
battery, under command of Cuptain Rasquin. Mayor Low 
and Grand-Master Simmons made speeches. At the conclu- 
sion of the ceremonies the regiment proceeded to the old 
armory preceded by the Grand Master and staff, where Col. 
Tuttle and the officers of the regiment tendered them a re- 
ception in the officers’ room, where an ample collation had 
been arranged. After partaking freely of the choice viands 
and quafling temperance and other liquids, the health of 
Colonel T. V. Tuttle, Senator Jacobs, Grand-Master Sim- 
mons, General Brownell, Grand-Marshal Benson, District 
Deputy Schlick and others was drunk, and as speeches were 
proscribed no responses were made. The whole building is 
205 feet deep. The front portion is 207 feet wide and forty- 
two deep. ‘This constitutes the administration building, in 
which is contained the company rooms, opening on a corri- 
dor sixteen feet deep and extending across the width of the 
building. From this corridor arches open on the main drill 
room 142 feet deep, a splendid room, constructed in the 
most approved plan. The armory is tke widest in the 
country, except that of the 7th Regiment, The depth of the 
drill room is designed to be extended seventy feet in the 
future. 





Srxtx-NINTH ReGimMeNT.—The proceedings of the Court 
of Inquiry for investigating such matters as have been made 
the subject of military complaint, and the management and 
condnct of affairs generally in this regiment, having been re- 
ceived at Geueral Headquarters, G. O. No. 20, October 13, 
publishes the facts found by the court, an opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General on the proceedings, aad the follow- 
ing decisions of the Oommander-in-Chief : 

1st. The action of Brig.-Gon. Louis Fitzgerald, commanding 2a 
Brigade, declaring the election for Captain in Co. C, 69th Ragi- 
ment, null and void, is sustained. 

2d, Paragraph 2, Special Orders No, 7, c. 8., Headquarters 2d 
Brigade, cannot be construed as an official censure; it is simply 
an announcement that, for reasons stated, the Brigade Comman- 
der proposes to take steps, which, under the circumstances, and 
the evidence heard by him, he deems it his duty to take, 

3d, The evidence produced shows that Col. Cavanagh has be- 
come aware of the errors which were committed by him: that no 
improper motives governed his action; that, on the contrary, his 
desire to secure the best interests of his regiment led him into 
the course pursued; and that the regiment under his command 
has been improving in discipline and efficiency; therefore, fur- 





ther action in the matter is deemed neither to be warranted, nor 
to be conducive to the best interests of the National Guard. 





Srventa New Yorx.—Col. Emmons Clark.—The custo- 
mary drills without arms in the beginning of the season have, in

GENERAL JOURDAN’S LETTER ANSWER2D. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes ts a3 follows in regard to Gen. 
Jourdan's letter : 


To the Hditor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Dear Sm: Gen. Jourdan’s letter in ycur last numter is in- 
correct in one particular, and that is: there is nothing in the 
present code to prevent a general officer from ordering out his 
command at any time, except on the day of an election. 

That the Inspector-General and the General-Inspector of Rifle 
Practice, and, for that matter, all other heads ot departments, 
Adjutant-General and Chief of Ordnance excepted, could be dis- 
pensed with without ivjury to the service, there is no doubt. I 
recall to mind a letter trom Gen, Upton, published two or three 
years ago, wherein he expressed the opinion tbat, even in the 
Rogular Army, the Adjatant-General should aleo be Iospector- 
General; and we do not find our t ti of rifle 
practice in any army. 

No money can be drawn from the State except on the approval 
of the Governor, and he will always, and properly so, be advised 
by his Adjutant-Genera!, who is really held responsible for the 
disposal of the funds, Yor this reason,a commanding general, 
between the Guard and the Adjutant-General or the Governor, 
would, in my opinion, be of no benefit to the Guard; it would 
simply create one more intermediate headquarters. 

As far as the State camp is concerned, —— on duty there will 
have to be under the direct orders of the mmander-in-Chief, 
no matter who will bein command of the camp. The go- 
ing there are from all parts of the State; the camp, however, is 
in the district of the 34 Division, and more directly in that of the 
5th Brigade. 

That the National Guard was supplied with gray overcoats is 
past understanding; but that is now a good while past; the State 
uniform was certainly, if Iremember aright, adopted by a board 
composed principally of line officers. 

There are @ great many things which could be wished different 
in the National Guard; but, as long as the Legislature is nig- 
gardly, the majority of citizens think money spent on the Na- 
tional Guard thrown away, and employers oppose the joining of 
the Guard by their employees, all we can do 1s to keep on and do 
as weil as we can. 

lt company commanders will study their duties, and strive to 
have well-drilled and disciplined companies, regimental com- 
manders endeavor to obtain or make good company officers, bri$ 
eade and division commanders institute a rigid system of in- 
spections and occasional field days, the G will advance in 
spite of all obstacles. How sauch is lett to be done, most, 

well know.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


G. R. B. says: A soldier, discharged by S. O, from the War 
Department as having enlisted under false pretences, is, under 
Par. 2464 Regulations, entitled to no pay or allowances, and final 
statements shall not be furnished him, and asks: 1. What be- 
comes of money he has deposited with paymaster, and, if for- 
feited, how does it agree witn printed information on outside of 
deposit book, saying the money will be forfeited in case of deser- 
tion only? 2.1If money so deposited is not gained by 
soldier’s monthly pay, but is inherited, can Government forteit 
it; and, 3. Does the loss of deposit book deprive soldier of 
right to money? ANns.—l. The law or the subject of deposits 
provides that they “shall not be permitted to be paid until final 

yment on discharge.’’ Now, if discharged under Par. 2464, there 
Sie final payment, no final statements being given; hence the 











deposits made during a iraudulent enlistment of right accrus to 
the United States. 2. If it could be indisputably proved that the 
money so deposited was veritably an inheritance, and not savings 
of pay, then reclamation might be made with prospect of success. 
3. No. 

Micuican asks: 1. An enlisted man being married, has his wife 
got a legal claim to d i his discharge? 2. A man marrying 
during enlistment—having enlisted as a single man—can his wile 
also demand his discharge, and by what process? Ans.—l. No, 
2. She may dep‘and it, but it does not follow that she will get it. 

L. H. asks : Has a soldier in the Regular Service the right to 
vote at a State election, he not being a resident of that State, but 
having been at the time said election was held on duty, say about 
four months in the State and county? It was decided here by 
the judges of the election that he had the right to vote even if he 
had been but one day in the county on duty. Ans.—A soldier 
does not acquire 4 right to vote merely use he was ordered 
toa particular place and has remained there several weeks or 
months. In order to acquire a domicile the person, who is other- 
wise of legal capacity to vote, must be able to exercise a free 
choice as to bis permanent home. No one in the Army, who 
merely acts under r.ilitary orders, can be said to have such free 
choice. It a married soldier should be ordered to a particular 
station on recruiting service, and should decide to make that 
place bis future home whetber ordered on duty elsewhere or not, 
and should bring his wife and tamily there, and bire a house or 
buy a8 little place and show clearly that he had made it his home, 
he would then after due length of residence have the same right 
to vote, if otherwise qualified, as any other citizen.

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FOREIGN NOTES. 


Tux Emperor of Austria has appointed the King of Greece 
honorary colonel of the 99th Regiment. The indiscriminate 
way in which these honorary colonelcies are distributed in 
European countries is apt to cause confusion, if not some- 
times worse. 

Tue German Admiralty this week perfected a scheme for 
more rapidly mobilizing the marine forces of the Empire, 

Honors aré to be conferred upon the officers and crew of 
the British sbhip-of-war Flying Fish in recognition of their 
rescue and safe conduct of the Japanese envoy to Corea, and 
his followers, on the occasion of the recent outbreak. 


Tux German describes a project for establishing a 
co-operative ion to supply officers of the German army 
and navy and their families with all the physical require- 
ments and luxuries of life. The headquarters and supply 
depots of the union will be in Berlin, where it is proposed 
also to build aclub-house and a lodging-house for visiting 
officers. The taking of one share, costing ten marks ($2.50) 
payable in instalments, will entitle to membership. The 
project is said to have the cordial approval of the Emperor, 
and there is every reason to suppose that it will be success 
fully carried out. 

At Spezia, on Monday last, the armor plates furnished by 
Messrs. Cammell and Brown for the ironclad Jtalia were 
tested with the 100-ton Armstrong gun at 80 metres distance. 
The result being satisfactory, the Jialia will be armed within 
the year. 

Tue Morning Post's Berlin correspondent states that the 
German Emperor is paying particular attention this autumn 
to the mancuvres of the Swiss Army, and that he has 
despatched two distinguished officers to make a report on 
their proceedings. - 

Tae new scheme for the reorganization of the Russian 
cavalry has, it is announced from St. Petersburg, received 
the Emperor's sanction. The changes are to be effected 
within a period of four years. It has been arranged that 
the cavalry regiments shall be reformed at the termination 
of this year’s camp exercises, and that the conversion of the 
existing cavlry reserve squadrons into cadres of the cavalry 
reserves under the new system shall be effected gradually 
between the present date and the year 1887. 

In view of the small amount of seaworthiness possessed 
by the torpedo boats of a medium size now in use, the Ger- 
man Admiralty have decided to increase the displacement 
and dimensions of the boats in course of construction, i. e.. 
from 50 to 140 tons. It has also been decided not to build 
any more ironclad gunboats of the Wespe class, but to build 
instead two swift cruisers of the “‘ Armstrong” type. These 
vessels will have a displacement of 866 tons, 1,500 horse- 
power, a speed of 15 knots per hour, and will carry one 
8}¢-in. long Krupp gun. 

Tue desciription of the 28-centimetre Krupp gun lately 
added to the German Coast Artillery is: Length, 9.8 metres ; 
length of bore, 8.96 metres; weight of barrel, 37,400 kilo- 
grammes; number of grooves, 64; weight of garrison car- 
riage and slide, 16,175 kilogrammes ; of armor-piercing shell,

_ A Frenca journalist visiting the fair which has been held 
in the Tuileries gardens recognized in the proprietor of 5 
small itinerant circus a man whom he had seen during the 
war as & non-commissioned officer of Prussian Lancers. The 

ournalist immediately denounced him to the crowd as 4 

russian spy. He acknowledged that he had served his coun- 
try during the war, and asked, indignantly, ‘‘ Why he should 
be blamed for doing his duty.” The wretched man’s appeal 
was, however, lost on the crowd, who would soon have de- 
stroyed his stock in trade if the police had not reluctantly 
interfered. The Prussian was soon after ejected from the 
gardens, and Sedan was partially avenged. 

Tue Minister of War has issued an order that French actors 
are not to wear the present uniform when personating officers 
on the stage. Iu consequence, M. Christian, who takes the 
part of Maj. Champgibus in ‘“‘ Mdlle. Nitouche” at the Va- 
riétés, has beeu compelled to relinquish his gay uniform of a 
major of cavalry, and appear in sober evening dress, What 
would Messrs. Gilbert and Sullivan say if the dragoons in 
“* Patience” were ordered to don evening dress ? 

In round nuwbers, there are 14,000 French officers on full 
pay service at this moment ; 2,000 are natives of the new 
German province of Alsace-Lorraine, including twenty-six 
generals of divisions and fifty of brigade. Beside these, 
there are about 100 naval officers from Alsace-Lorraine in 
the French service, including Admirals Pigeard, Courad, 
and Krautz ; that during the last ten years the number of 
French officers from Alsace-Lorraine has increased more 
rapidly than at any former period. 

Speakine of the Panama Oanal the Engineering says : In 
spite of all these difficulties the company is pushing on most 
earnestly. Six months ago the arrival of 164,000 tons of 
material on their account had been registered in Colon, and 
it is estimated that their machinery and tools on the isthmus 
are _ over £2,000,000. Of this very little is of English 
manufacture, the only orders secured here being apparently 
those obtained by Messrs. Lobnitz and Co., of Renfrew, for 
their hopper barges, steam tugs, und marine dredgers. 
Nearly all the locomotives and wagons are constructed by 
Belgian firms—De Ville Chalet and Co., Evrard and Co., 
and the Franco-Belgian Company. The Americans send a 
fair share of the excavators, the Otis and Osgood systems 
being much used. They also supply a few engines, wagons, 
and other material, and the great dredye, Countess de 
Lesseps was built at Philadelphia ; it is 100 ft. in length, 
60 ft. in width, and 250 horse-power. Since the date to 
which our detailed information extends large additional
